A* D. The first notable transaction that I find men* 
^^^* tioned by historians. {1), in this part of the country, 
is an account of a memorable battle fought at Ard-

Nuaget, and iEngus^ monardi of Ireland ; in which 
conflict^ the former recovered the crown 6f Munster 
from the latter. ^ ' ' 

Several, ancient writers^ (2) meotioafrequent i^- 
curl^iotist^f the inhabitants ofthese parts into Britain, 
^|>out this time; firsts tinder the government of 
Cdnstantine Chlbrus, father to Constantino the 
^reat; second, in 360^ under the consulate of bis 
^on^ Constantine^ ,j^ Al9!&^M^ Murcellinus testifies 
(3) ; and new colonies of them settled in North 
Britain not kmg after^ as Alfordus^ an aiicient 
author quoted by Pwtw (4)j''witne8seth. Gildaa 
also^eniions other colonies transporting themselves 
fliiCher^ as does also Amianus MarcellinUs again (5)^ 
about ibe tinoe x>fVaIentimaa. 

The memorable battle of Cuille was fought, 
wherein gr^at numbecs of the people of this county 
perished. Keating (6) says, the ill success of this 
engagement was owing to the prayers of a devout 
woman, who implored feaven lor vengeance oa 
(|iat, people who had used her ill.

JL HIS year^ Dermot Mac Carty, king of Cork, Henry 1 1 
bwore fealty, , subject^ bis country to the king of ^•.-^" 
England, and gave him hostages, as a security tQ 
pay biin a yearly tribute .( I). ^ The tax raised by 
king' Henry II. for his ex,pedition into Ireland, 
(as appears from an ancient record preserved id 
the Tower of {joudon, quoted in a MS. ip the 
library of Trinity College, Dublin,) was anno 13 
}leg;nf Scutagium pro exercitu Hibernia impossi- 
tum ad 20s. pro xjuohbet feodo, i, e. SOs. for every 
kn%ht'sfee, r^ 

Earl Strongbpw, with his army, was thi^ year V)74. 
iittacked at Dungarvan, by a Danish fleet from 
Cork, consisting of 35 sai!^ under the command 
of Gilbert^ son of Turgesius, a Valiant but tyran* 
nical Ostman prince, who, was killed by David 
Walsh, a brave English leader ; in which battle^ 
|.be English gained a compleat victory. Raymond 
le Gros- marched the forces to \yaterford> with a 
)DOoty of 4,000 cattle, he baving also defeated 
Dermot Mac Carty, ki ng of Cork, who had attacke4 
liim at the same time the naval engagement hap* 
pened, notwithstanding the fealty 'sworn by him^ a 
tew years before, to king Henry (2). - . 

The kingdom of Cork was this year granted U7f. 
to Milo dei Cogan, and Rqlbert Fitz-Stephen, by

1] 
n7^* About this time, Derraot Mac Carty's son, Oorma€> 
rebelled against his father, and iiaving takerf him 
prisoner, used him barbarously. The old king 
applied to Raymond Ic Gros, who was then at 
Limerick, for his assistance; he inarched to his 
relief, vanquished the rebelHous son, knd delivered 
^im up to bis father, who causedhnn to be beheaded 
(3) ; and for this service, Haymond had a large ter« 
ritory in the county of Kerry, granted to him by 
. king Dermot, where he settled his son Maurice, who 
married Calherine, daughtei" to Milo de Cogan, and 
tbete grew so powerful, that he gave his name both 
to his postierity and country; the former being 
called, fi^om him, Fitzmaurice, (of whose fataily the 
earls of ICerry are descended) and the latter, the 
barony ^of Cianmaurice, in that county. 

Milo de Cogan and' Fitz-Stepheh, about this 
time, invaded Conaught; bdtfor want of a Sufficient 
force, and provisions being scarce, they* were 
obliged to quit th6 enterprise. 
Ii79u in order to secure a <}uiet possession of this coun- 
try, (granted them by king Henry,) they came to 
an agreement with Dermot, king of Cork, and the 
other Irish chiefe, to let them have 24 cantfeds^ at 
a small annual rent; and they divided Seven others, 
which lay contiguous to the city, between themselves, 
as is mentioned at large. Vol. I. Book i. Chap. I. 
They also agreed, at the same time, to divide the 
rent of the other 24 cantreds fequally, which they 
Jiad granted to the Irish. Fitz-Stephen also granted 
three cantreds to his sister's json, Philip de Barry, 
who soon after built the castle of Barry's-Court^ 
and some say, also that of Shandon, near Cork. 
IV35* Milo de Cogan, and young Fitz-Stephen, Hay- 
ing occasion to treat with the jieople of Waterford^ 
went to liismore, to whfch place the5^ wer^ invitfed 
fcy one Mac Tirid, who treacherously murdered

the English, and Robert Fit2*Stephen^ ihen sbufi 
up in that place ; upon this exigency, he disfiatched^ 
a message to Raymond -le.Qro8> then at Wexford, 
for his assistance, i/vho direotty set sail with 100 
archers, and 20 kni^ts, and coasting th^ country^^ 
arrived in the river of Cork with great expedition ; . 
wJth-this reinforcement, Fitz' Stephen made a sally^ 
routed the Irish at the first dnset, and, after several 
^irmishes with them, by potting some- of their 
chiefs to death, and banishing otbevs^^ they reduced 
the country. to their obedience (4). This yeary 
Philip de Barry/ with Girald, commonly named ' x 
Cambrensis, arrived in Ireland with a strong 
party, irt>ont the end of February^ not only to. 
assist ^tiS'Stepfaeh, but^dlso to recover bis lands: 
of Olethah, which Ralph> the son of Fitz^^Stepben^* 
had unjustly detained ; bat king John granted* 
these three eaivtreds afterwards to his son, WiUiam : ^ 
de Barry, to h(^d tbem by. the service of ten .

The Munster chiefs revolted again this year ;- 
for M&c Carty, king ctf Cork or, Desmond, and ' ^r 
O'Brien, king of Thomond/ joined the king of - 
Conaught^ and wasted all the Ebiglish planla*! ' ^ 
tions (5).

several of that nation into subjection, who were 
their masters a few years before.

years, the Irish rebelled in tbe^north, under O'Neil, 
and in Munster, under Murrough O'Brien,' who 
raised fo^es in Thoroond, surprised and burnt the 
casUe of Clare, and possessed himself of -ail that 
country. He overran the greatest part of Munstec 
and Conaught, destroyed all the castles and for*> 
tresses of the English that stood in his way, and 
irnined several walled towns» Among others, thes^ 
following sttfibred by his devastiation^ : — Inchiquin^ ' 
KiUaloe; called before Clariford, Thurles ; and, in 
thi^ county, Mourne, Buttevant, and many others 
(47). The Irish, at this time, wer6 so powerful 
in litis county, that the English paid to Mac Carty,. 
of Muskery, 401. per annum, for protecting theni 
against the insults of his countrymen (48).

by the attainder of James, earl of Ormond, who

}}Y Richard Salkeid, esq. in which battle the duk^ 
of York was slain.

embarking with bis wife and family, he came once 
more to Cork ; where, on the 26th of July, 1497.

vited. The citizens of Waterford being loyal to , 
kin^ Henry, fitted^ out four gallies. and pursued I 
bira ; but fortune did not crown tneir loyal en- 
deavours %vith the success of taking him: Upon 
his .landing, he assumed the title and name of 
Richard the I Vtb, king of England ; and being 
joined by several thousands^ besieged the city of 
Exeter in form, but was soon obliged to raise the 
siege^ tlie king's forces beifig at band. Finding 
bis arm^ decreasing, iie privately withdrew to the 
sanctuary of Beaulieu^ in Hampshire, where he 
surrendered himself^ and waS:Sent prisoner to the 
Tower, from whence he once made his escape, but

In July, this year, Mavrice, earl of Destnond,' 
and the earl of Lincoln, besieged Waterford with 
2,400 men, in favour of Perkin ; but the citizena 
defended themselves so vigorously, that they were^ 
repulsed with loss, and on the 3ed of August, were 
obliged ^Jt0 raise the siege (39).

pJacaWe enemy,) they came to a pitched battlq

ing him, he was obliged to save himself by flight, 
having lost above a thousand men, and had two of 
his uncles, John and Gerald, made prisoners (70), 
This battle was fought, according to some wri- 
ters (71), between Col k and Mallow, near Mourne- 
sbbjey.

He married, 
first, Ellen, daughter of Mac Garty, of Muskery^ 
by whom he had a son, Maurice, who died before 
bis father. James, the son of Maurice, was the 
Vkih earl ; who, soon after his coming over from 
England to take possession of the earldom, was 
cruelly murdered by his uncle, sir Maurice, of Des-:

Fineen O'Dris^' 
col and his son, went on board the vessel, and.' 
agreed with the merchants to pilot the ship safe: 
into the harbour for three pipes of wine. But 
when they had got a taste of the liquor, forgetting^, 
their safe conduct, they invited the merchants on; 
shore to dine with them in the castle, where they 
clapped them in irons^ took atid plundered 73 tons* 
of the wine out of the ship, and divicled it among^ 
their neighbours (83). The news of" this action 
aATtved on the 3rd of March, to the mercbantsi 
of Waterford, who fitted out a vessel, well manned* 
and armed, nnder th)e command of Pierce Dob-"; 
foyn, and the next day, at noon, they arrived sud- 
denly at the ship. Gilly Daff, who was base son 
to O'Drifscol, beiag on board with 24 of his men, 
fled 'OUt at 6ne side, while Dobbyn boarded her; 
on the Other. Dobbyn manned her, and pet the. 
prisoners at liberty ; and after firing several great, 
guns at the eastle, brought off the ship to Water* 
ford, thete remaining twenty-five tons of the wine.*

They fpund in the island a considerable- 
cjuantity of malt, barley, arid salt. There was 
taken O'DriscolV chief galley, of SO oars, and 
above three or four score pinnaces, of which 50 
•were burned^ and the great gftlley carried to 
Waterford. They also destroyed another castle of 
0*Driscol, seated in an island called Inchipite, with 
an hall, grove, and orchard adjoining. ^ They set 
fire to Baltimore, and broke down another castle 
there, belonging to O'DriscoI (84) William' Graflt, 
one of the seamen, was on the top of one of the 
aistles; which being all on fire under him, he stood 
upon a pinnacle, and'cri^d out fm assistances one 
Butler tied a sniali cord to an an-ow, add shot it 
up to Grant, by the means of which cord, • he drew 
up a rope, which he fastened to the pin nuclei ancl 
slid down safe to his companions.- After which,, 
the army arrived safe in Waterford (85) » ^ . .'

ftooker (S) says, that b'Neil was greatly dissa-^ EiWal^ctb' 
tisfied at the ennobling of Mac Carty, who said, A.D,^ 
that although queen Elizabeth was his sovereign ^^^** 
Jady, that he never made peace with her, but at" 
her own seeking ; that she had made a wise earl of 
Mac Carty More, but that he kept a servant, who 
was as good a man as be; that, for his part, he 
did not regard so mean a title as that of an earl ; 
tbat his blood and power was better than those of 
the best, and therefore that he would give place 
to none of them ; that his ancestors were kings of 
Ulster; and that as they had won it by the sword, 
he meant to •keep it by the sword.

FAhnh^ih Sfr JiAiXi Perrot was made lord president of 
A. D. Munster*(8) this year, in the room of i\r WaAam' 
J570. gj Leger. He reduced aH the Irish in tliis pro- 
vince, to the English habit, being assisted by sir 
George Bourchier for martial, and George Walsh 
for civil affiiirs (9). The custom of ringing of bells^ 
lighting bonfires, and' tilting, was now first intro- 
duced intothe city of Cork ; the papists having' 
given out, that this should be the last year of 
the queen's reign, which proving false, brought on 
these rejoicings (10); and the same year, Richard 
IMion was advanced to the sees of Cork aiid Cloyne, 
but was deprived the year after for popery. 
1571 • The lord president, sir John Perrot, brought* 
James Pitz -Maurice to submit to th^ quefen's mercy,* 
at Kilmallock; after which, the whole province 
enjoyed a profound peacfe (11). , • 

This year, queen Elizabeth gave a silver collar' 
of 9.

Sir Henry Sidney lord deputy of Ireland^ came * 
to Waterford^ where the carl of Desmond waited i*^** 
on him^ and passing through Dungarvan^ they axr ^ 
rived at Cork^ and staid there six weeks; during 
wjiich time^ the citizens supplied the army with 
diet', lodging, and firing, for hiilf their prfy. TMie 
earls of Thomond and Clancare attended the lord 
deputy, who kept his Christmas hi Cork; ^fter 
whicb> he held sessions of gaol delivery, when 
Condon^ and a younger son of the lord Roches 
were condemned, but afterwards pardoned, and ^3 
male&ctors were executed. During the deputy's 
stay, he had intbrmations of the dMoyalty of FitZi" 
Gerald, fieneschal of Imokiliy ; and received an 
account of several depredation^ of his^ upon the 
queen"*s loyal subjects. Upon which^ his lordship, 
^ttemled with 200 of the citizens, and his owa 
forces^ mftsched to Ballymartyr, and took that cas^ 
tie ; FitsnGerald narrowly escaping through an 
hole, in the dead of the night. There were sevelul 
things of value found in the castle, with a great 
quantity of provisioDS and victuals; but the spoil 
was given to the soldiers. The deputy having 
left a garrison -of twenty men in the place, tinder 
the command of Jasper Horsey, he returned to 
Cork ( 1^) . He afterwards made a progress through 
the province 4>f Munster, and retarned a second 
time to that ^ty (14), holding sessions in limerick, 
and other places. Hifi lordship, in a letter to the 
council of. England, says, that sir Cormac Mac 
Tiege Carty, of Muskery, for his. loyalty and x^ivit 
deportment, was the rarest man that was <ever horn 
among the Irishry.

While Raletgh tay in tbis.city^ he pefformed- 
aeyenil sitfnal piec«^ of tervice a^inst the rebels >. 
among others^; Zoach ordered hi4Ki to take lord 
Roche and fair lady furisoners^ and bring them to 
Cork^ they being suspected of corresponding witb^ 
the rebek. The seneschal of Imokilly^ and David- 
Barry^ haying notice of this design, assembled 7 or^ 
800 men; :to fdl on Raleigh, eithev going, or on- 
his. return. .Raleigh quitted Cork with abotit ninety 
ipen^ at ten of the ci^ek at night, and marcheo^ 
tQwai?ds Bally-in-harsh, twenty miles from Cork^ 
theihouse of lord Roche^ (a. nobleman well beloved 
m . the country }. and arrived there early in tb^ 
i^ortiing. » • 

iHe laarcfaed directly Up to the castle gate>^» 
wbeseupori the townsmen^ to the number of five ^ 
^ndred^ immediately took up amis. Raleigfa^.. 
having placed his. men in. t>raer, took with him' 
Michael Butl^, James Fulford, Nicholas Wi^ight^ 
Arthur Barloyir^ H^nry 8 wane, and Pinking Hut^/^ 
and^knocking at the gate, three or 'four of *lord( 
Roche's gentlemen demanded the cause of their*; 
coming ; to whom Rakrigh answered, that be ca^me' ' 
to sp^ak with their lord ; which was agreed to . 
provided he would bring in with him but two or 
three of his followers. However, the gate being, 
opened, he,, and all the above-mentioned persons^,: 
entered the castle; and, after he had seen lord 
Robhe, and spoken to him, he, by degrees, -and

iiifiM*i*ed him, that he had orders to carry him i!>^ftbeUt 
ftod^bis lady to Cork. Lord Roche began to ex-* ^''^*- 
eu»e his goin^^ and, at length, resolutely saidi 
tbat he neither tould or would go ; but Raleigll 
letting h\m know, that if he reftised, he: would 
lake him by Ibrce, he found there was nof remedy'j 
and therefore, he and his lady set out on the journeyi 
in a most ' rainy and tempestlioujj night, and^ 
through a very rocky- and dangerous way, whereby^ 
many of the soldiers were severely hurt, and 
others lost their arms. However, the badness oi 
the weather pfevented their beiiig attacked by the^ 
seneschal and his men ; for they arrived safe in the^ 
city by break of day^ to the great joy of the gar- 
riyon, tvho'wer^ surprise that Raleigh had escaped 
so ha^ardods . an enterprise. As for lord Rochev 
he acquitted himself honourably of the crimes he> 
Was charged with; and afterwards did good service- 
against the Irish. i 

Captain Zouch, who was, last year, sent over 
vnith supplies, kept his head quarters in Cork ; and^ 
bein^inade governor general, and general at arms,: 
in this province, by the lord Grey;- was informed^ 
that a ^reat quarrel had lately happened between^ 
David, lord Barry, and Fitz Gerald, seneschal of , 
Imc&iUy, which the earl of Desmond, and sir John/ 
his brother, had endeavoured to compose;. and a* 
day being appointed for that purpose, captain* 
Dowdall sent one Richard Mac James, an Irish 
l^y of his, to Drhmfineen, near the Black-water, 
where Barry and the seneschal had^ their camp ; to' 
whom a messenger of Desmond's discovered, 'that 
sir John, of Desmond, would also be there next :

linued to »poil Ihe counlry'; but not daring to trust 
to any house, he lurked in fastnesses, keeping his 
Christmas irf the wood of Kilqnaig, tiear Kihnalk)c!t^ 
where, about the 4th of January, that garrison^ 
at day l)reak, very suddenly came to his cabin; ^ 
but the ear! hearing Jthe noise, ran out of bed 
in hi§ shirt, into the river, atid standing up to his 
chin, concealed himself under the bank, by which 
means he and his wife escaped.

Abdut.this time the seheschal of Ihiokifly, with 
all the forces he cbiild muster, suddenly came to 
Youghal, and scaled the walls of the town. Thd , 
alarm Be'mg raised, one €a!verleigh, lieutenant io 
captain Morgan, assembled forty shot, and. thro w* 
ing up a small breastwork, fired upon the seneschal,;

few men, he and his krnsffiati, the /seneschal ot 
Imokiliy, were atiadied by the earl of Ormond's 
brothers/ wHh a much superior force ; *but; by tho 
valour of the iseneschal, he w3s brought off.

The earl was most of this year accompanied by 158c?* 
only two or three horsemen, and a priest; with 
whiqh retinue, he was met Jn September, by some 
of (he lord jp^ochc's /men,/ and surrounded, lji\t 
bre^klqg^ threugh ,tlijqiii\,j lie ^scaped ; the priesi 
fell iqto their liftiids> being poorly :mounled> and

a little grove, through which one of the pursuers 
observed a fire^ not far off; one of the companVi 
on this information^ being sent to learn who was 
there, upon his return, informed them, there were 
five or six people in an old house ; whereunon they 
idetermined to attack them, and entering it, found 
only an old man, the others being fled; when one 
Daniel Kelly, (who was afterwards l)anged at ^Ty^ 
burn,) but, for the present, rewarded by queen 
Biizabeth (34), almost cut off his arm with his 
sword, and repeating the blow over his head, the 
old man pried out, desiring Jhem to save his life^, 
jTor that he was earl of Desmond. Kelly upon this 
desisted ; but the effusion of blood causing him to 
grow faiat, and. being unable to travel, he bade hini 
prepare for deaUi ; and, on the 11th of Novem- 
ber, 1683, struck off hia head, which was sent 
by the earl of Ormond, into England, for a pre- 
sent to the queen, who caused it to be fixed upon 
Lpudou-bridj^e, and his body after eight weeks 
hiding, wa9 buried in the chapel of Kiilanamana, 
near Arnegragh, in the county of Kerry. Thus

;sir JEohn Berkley, and sir Henry Davers, with what

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(ElifcxbeA (ctci^ they had draivfi together from the othfer pro- 
win^' vinces ; which, in ,coiijunction with those of Mmistef^ 
•'**• composed an army of about 7,600 men (75). 2,000 
of whom had landed from England,' at Cork. On 
the 16th of October, the army encamped at the river 
-Oonboy, between Cork and Kitisak ; nod the day 
foiloT^ing, marched to an hill, within half a mile of 
the town, called Knock- Robbin, where they halted, 
being disturbed by some few ^ot, whom they drove 
back into the town. On the 20th, the enemy 
sallied with 1,000 men, who^ came near the camp ; 
but sir John Berkley and captain Norris tirriely dis- 
covering them, drove them back with 200 ftien, 
and killed some of them. On the 21st, Cormac 
Mac Dermot Carty, chief of Muskery, with the 
Irish linder' his command, attacked the Spanish 
trenches, and drove the Spaniards towards the town ; 
but they sending out more forces, he was obliged 
lo give way ; whereupbn, he was bravely supported 
by sir William Godolphin, and captain Berktey, who 
came to his r-elief, and drove back the Spaniards. 
' On the 22nd, captain Button arrived in the 
;queen^ pinnace, called the Moon, witji ammuni- 
tion. . Jlis, and captain .Ward's ships, were ordered 
<to batter Rincurrah castle; but their ordnance 
being too. small, they lay ty to guard the harbour, 

^ and prevent relief from coming .by sea. to the 

enemy. Next day, several ships caine from Dub- 
lin to Cork, with stores, &c. which were ordered 
round to Oyster- haven . for the relief of the army. 
•On the 25th, sir John Beikley attacked the enemy's

;the town. Next day, the army lencantped on. Spit- 
tle-hill, on the north side of the town, within mus-

and by a constant firing from captain Button's ship, 
of war. 

Prom this to the 31st, -the castle ofRincurran 
was battered; the president bein^ well skilled in' 
the art of besieging, directed the gUnnertj the, 
Spaniards again attempting to relieve. this c^stle^ 
wei^e drove ^ack, their leader, Don Juari de Con-' 
treras, taken ; and on the English side, the lord' 
AudJey, »ir Oliyer St; John, ;and sir Garret Harvey,' 
were wounded'. The ordnance fctill continuiiig to' 
play^ tlie besieged, towards nigfit, heat a parley/ 
and asked permissFon to marcn to tBe tpwrt with 
theit arms; which beirtg refiised/ the battery kept' 
a constant fire, as did the . besiege^. About two 
o*eloek3 finding the , cast lenpt tenable, they Beat 
aftothet" parley, which not/being' re^rded, several' 
of them attenip«ted h6 escape ' by the rocks eloSe to' 
tlie wuter side ; but being observed by the Engii^h^ 
they, were taken prisoners^ with several Jrifijvt^o

On the nth, there was a fruitless attempt made ^^^^^ 
on Ckstle-park, by sap ; which being battered on 
the ^h, was surrendered by the Spaniards, who 
were made prisoners of war. The batteries now 
began to play on the^ town, which, by the report 
of deserters, did considerable execution ; and se- 
veral Irish, both men and women, were turned 
oat of the {>face. A private soldier, on the SSrd, 
fought with five of the enemy, one of them being 
their serjeatit- major, whom he had almost taken 
prisoner ; but being overpowered, he retreated 
with little hurrt. The 24th, the besiegers car- 
'ried on their approaches nearer, and ierected new 
batteries, one of which; from Castle-park, ilid 
'great damage to tlie enemy. On the 28th, in tlic 
mornings a trumpeter was sent to summon the 
town j but they returned answer, that they held 
it, -first for Christ, and next for the king of Spam, 
and that they were resolved to defend it against 
*both their enemies. Upon which, an incessant fii'e * 
•was made from all the bgjt^eries, and sir Christo- 
*pher St. Laurence attacking the trenches of tha 
enemy, drove them into the very gates. A con- 
siderable breach being made, on the first of De- 
cember, a bodyr of 2,000' foot, commanded by' snr 
John Berkley, and captain Blaj/ney, were orderejl 
to- exatriine the same, wKo skhmished holly with

'the enemy, at Castleh^ven, in which he sunj;; one 
sbip, and drove the admiral on shore, with tbe vic&'' 
admiral,. and two others. The Syind being contrary,- 
sir Richard was obliged to }ie exposed |wenty-four 
houra to a battery from tl\e shore, a^nd received 300: 
shot in bis masts, hull^ and tackling ; but the wind 
abating, he warped out of the harbour. 

J'roni the 9th to the 24th, the batteries contir 
xiue;d to play on the town, as the weather 
favoured, which was for several days very wet an4 
stormy;, and the enemy made some salliesy but 
Vere re^pulsed.

prisoners the lord deputy and president should be. 
Tb^ English' horse, and sir Henry Power's regi* 
ment of fojot, advancing sudd^nly^ Tir-Oen re*- 
tired; upon which, the lord dt'puty caaie up 
with all the foot, as far as to the ford, on the otbef - 
^ide of %vhich the Irish halted; who, seeing the ' 
English advance towards them, continued to rer 
treat ; which the deputy finding they did not do 
to gain any advantage of the ground^ ^en-t the lorr^ 
president, with some forces^ to secure the camp 
against Don Juian ; and taking with him ^ ^x 400 
horse^ and not quite 1,200 foot^ continued to' adr 
vance; upon which, the enemy drew up on ai|

A coHimission Wa« granted to capiaift Roger

In February, CasUehaven. surrendered to C9ptain 
Harvey ^87), as also Baltimore, and the castie of 
Cape Clear; and John ^arry, with*t})e lord Barry 
and eaplain Taaf, fell -upon several of Donoogh 
Moyie M^t iCarty's-men, and slew them. 

On the 16l1) of March, Don Juan D'Aquila em- 
barked at Kinsate, and the lord deputy returned to 
Doblin. The ifigbt he left Cork, he lodged at 
Cioyna, which ^as passed in fee-iartfi, at that time, 
by the bishop, lo sir John Fitz-Edmond Fitz- 
Gerald, who gave -ehi^arfal and pletittful entertain- 
ment.to bklordsbip, and all sueh <^ the nobility ,&c. 
as attend^ hinu The deputy honoured him with 
the order pf knighthood ; and continuing his jour-- 
aey to Waterford, he bestowed the same honour 
upon Edward Oottgh, and Richard AylWard, two^ 
anciept and well-deserving citizens (88).. This 
mmitii, the earl d Thomond placed garrisons in 
several parts of the west of this county, by the lord 
president's orders. In April, the lord presidchiC 
.marched, with the army, towards Bearbaven,/ 
OBullivan having taken possession of the castle of 
Danboy, and surprised what arms and ammunition 
the Spaniards had in it ;• and on the 20th of Febru- 
ary, he wrote an account of his success to the king 
of Spain.

> ^reation^, observed a gunner IraveDBiiig a piece o£ 
ordnance in tlve c^stl^ ; th^t feUoW, sakl thepr^i*' 
cleiit, will make a shot at us; afid be had scarce 
ipoke the word^ vvhei^ the piece was dkpharged. 
Sir Goorge Carew^ reigned his bor^^ and stood 'firm ; 
t)Ut the earl and. sir Charles started forward^ so thai-

!t was mourtted by Keutenant Francis Kirtoir, ofElUabcA 
the presidents regiment, who "received three shot, ^^' ^- 
and a wound in his right arm; bat he valiantly ^ 
maintarned his [^ost till he was supported by lieu^ 
tenant Meutas. The president's colours were soon 
after planted unon a turret of the barbican ;*fron\ 
whence they drove the enemy into iaiiother turret 
on the south «ide^ which, with the former, was 
raTTipei-^d with earthy, well manned, titiA defended 
by a demy ciilverin and saker of brass, both which 
the enemy charged with hail-shot, and kept conti- 
nually firing npou the English who were masters 
of the otfter turret ;. but their gunnet being shot^ 
obliged them at length, to retreat under the east 
part of the castle, th,e passage to which beirtg riarr- 
row, was maintained with great obstinacy, for ai^ 
hour and 'a half, on both fiides ; the Irisif defend-, 
ing themselves both with shot and stontjs,' killed 
numbers of the assailants. During- {his difepute^ 
Captain Slingsby's serjeant, who had gotten to the 
top of the vault of the south-west tower, by clear- 
ing the rubbish/ found that- the rilins thereof had 
made a passage which commanded that part of 
the barbickn of the castle. - By this passage,, the 
Englisb made a fresh descent upon the besieged ? 
ind gaining ground, they being then in a desperate' 
situation, about 40 of them sallied out of the cas- 
tle towards the sea; but being intercepted, they^ 
were all put to the sword, except eight, who swam 
for their lives ; andlhese were most of them kjHed, 
by some forces placed in boats for the purpose. 
After some hours defertce and assault on botli 
sides, the top of the castle was gained, on which' 
the English planted their colours. The refnain- 
ing part of the ward being 77, retired into the 
cellars, into which there being no descent but a 
narrow pair of winding stone stairs, they defend- 
ed the same; 'but offered , to surrender, if they' 
might hare tbeir4ivc«. Soon after, one Dominicfc 

Ma Colling, 
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£]fsab«tt Collins, » friar, bom in YoBghal^ who wag brought 
liu* np in the wars of Prance, served there under the 
leiftgue, and had the command of some horse in 
jSrittauy, surrendered himself upon mercy The son 
being set, and strong guards left upon the enemy, 
the regiments withdrew to the camp. Next morning, 
twenty-three more surrendered to the guards with 
the two Spanish gunners; the remainder. of them 
made choice of one Taylor to be their captain, who 
drawing nine barrels of powder into the vault, sat 
down by them with a lighted match in his hand, 
yowing to blow up the castle and all in it, if he and 
the rest had not quarter givea them, and promise of 
their lives; which being refused by the president, he 
ordered a new battery to be erected against the vault, 
with an intention to bury them in the ruins. The 
bullets entering among them, . they compelled 
Taylor^ by force, to deliver himself up; he, with 
forty-eight more, being ready to come out, sir 
George Thornton and others entering the vault to 
receive them, found Richard Mac Geoghegan .lying 
Uiere mortally wounded, who at the jnstant of their 
coming in, raised hiitiself, up, and snatching a 
lighted candle, staggered with it to a barrel of 
powder which stood open. Captain Power per^ 
ceiving hi& intent, held him tn kin arms till he was 
killed ; whereupon Taylor and the rest,were brought 
prisoners to the camp. The same day, fifty-eight 
were executed ; but the friar, Taylor, Turlogh-Iloe 
Mac Swiney, aifd others^, were yet spared, in hopes 
, of their performing some future service. This 
garrison consisted of 143 select fighting men, the 
^st of all their forces^ of whjch none escaped, but 
were either slain, buried rn the ruins, or executed; 
and ^o obstinate and resolute a defence was never 
niade before in this kii^gdom. 
[ Tyrrell^ bearing that some of the rebels lives 
were spared, sent to the president tp ransom them ; 
but the president^ findings that he did not intend 

. to 
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to do any further servrpe, cs^used them to he Vangf^A, Kliuk^ 
being twelve in number. Taylor was soon aftejp A^ P» 
execiited ia Cork; ma was Colli n«, the friar^ at ^^^^ 
Yo^ghal^ theplace.of bis bir^.h. 

Dui>i)oy being thus reduced, the president caused 
it to be demolisbi^ ; and in his return to Corfc^ b^ 
took the castles of Lem^on and Littortinless, near 
Ross In E^ecember, .Tyrrell, William Bourk^ an4 
O'Coiirnor Kerry, fled the country with their forces ^ 
but ais they passed by Muskery, ihey were iuter* 
ce{Hed by Tiege .Mac Owen.Carty, who killed 
several ; and in passing by Liscarol^ John JJI^rry^ ' 
brother to the viscount, attacked and slew many of 
them. When they came to the Shannon, jtiaving no 
boats, they killed several of thf ir horsey, and made 
vessels of their skins, with which they transportecT 
their men and baggage;; but here the sheriff of 
Tipperary, with his men, overtook them^, and put 
some to the sword. In c'onaught Ihey were agaia 
attacked by syir Thomas Bourk, and csif^aici Maiby/ 
but finding that they must now fight or die, tbey 
resolutely charged the English, put them to flight, * ^^ 
and killed Malby ; after which, tbey marched into 
O'Rourk's country. Upon this flight, Bear, Ban-*r " ^ 
try, and the Durseys, were entii^ely wasted, and' 
^Qiled by the English (89), . i' 

Sir Charles Wilniot took Maefoomp-castle^ in\ 
September; and about the same time, tb^t, of# 
Giogbaii> near Baltimore, was summoned by captains- 
Flower^ who bad ia^his.poiisession MacDoriough- 
Durrow^ brother to the governor; and se^vt him 
word he would bang him, if he did npt surrender / 
ioimediately ; but there being in the castle a priest^/ 
lately come from Rome, whom the governor would 
not give up, be suffered his brother to be hanged; . 
nevertheless, having found taieans to procure the 
priest's* escape, he sued for a protection four days 
after, which being granted, he gave up the castle (90)*^ .

Richard Boyle, bishop of Cork, Cloyne, and ^^^^• 
Ross, this year repaired more ruinous churches^ 
and consecrated more new ones, than any other 
bishop in his time; which Dr. Edward Worth, 
bishop of Killaloe, has observed in his funeral ser^ 
mon. He died on the J 9th of March, 1644. 

A dreadful fire happened in Cork; ^hich con-: 1622* 
sumed the, greatest part of the city; and the 
shoemakeirs received^ a new charter from king 
James I. (38). 

Richard, earl of Cork, was this year admitted, 1624.»* 
and sworn a freenmn of the city of Cork (39). On 
the 5th of-September, died Doriough, earl of Tho-* 
mond, lord president of Munster; and the lord' 
Falkland issued out a commission, September 7th^ 
to Henry, eari of Thomond, the earl of Desmond^' 
the earl of Cork, lord Esmond, or any two of them,' 
for the better g-overnment of this province/during' 
the vacancy of the presidentship (40), which was 
supplied by the appointment of sir Edward Villers, 
on the ^7th of May.

*^* About this time, lord Falkland was called av«f 
to Eng^iand, and the sword committed to the chao- 
cellor Loftu^ dud earl of Cork, as lords justices ; 
who found' the country generally exhausted, and 
very poor, occasioned by the above-mentioned le- 
vies, th^ mortality of cattle, scarcity of corn, and 
decay of trade * most of the new corporations in 
Munster were almost depopulated, particutariy Din- 
gle, Tralee, Baltimore, Tallagh, Bandon, Ard- 
fert, Lismore, CIdghnakilty, Askeaton, and Dun- 
garvan ; who, on the change of government, sent 
up petitions to be eased of those taxes ; setting 
forth, that there were fifty-three corporations in 
the other provinces, that only paid with the coun- 
try at large ; upon ~which, the council ordered^ 
that (hey should not; for the future, pay more 
than rateably for what lands they had in their li* 
berties ; and the rather, because the charge of the 
country was, by the earl of Cork's means^ reduced 
: from 40,0001. to 20,0001 a year, which was both 
a great ease to the kingdom> and \i^i8 also found 
sufficient to support the army three years'^ till 
Easter, 1633; but when in July following, lord 
Wentworth, afterwards earl of Straflford, came to 
the government, he moved the lords to give their 
consent, and to signify the same hy their letters 
through the kingdom, that 20,0001. more might 
be raised to maintain the forces for another year, 
to begin in January, 1633, which the kingdom 
consented to, being raised and paid accordinglj", ia 
which the new corporations of Munster bore a pro- 
portionable part. And %vhen the 120,0001. and the 
last 20,0001 were fully paid, the lord deputy, by his 
own warrant, ordered the lord president of Munster 
to levy above 1,0001. on these poor corporations ;

in this kingdom^ bat such as should be licenced Charles I 
by the patentees^ or those authorized by them^ ^'^^ 
under/ the penalty of forfeiting what they should 
sell. This patent they farmed to parttcufar persons^ . 
who settled a great magazine for tobacco -at 
Kinsale/ that place having then more of that com- 
modity brought into it^ than one half of ^ the , , 
kingdom besides.. The patentees would have made 
a great profit of this farm, had not the troubles in * ., 
England, and the Irish rebellion which soon fol- 
lowed, ruined the scheme. In 1666, the earl of 
Orrery had 15,000!. a year offered to obtain such 
a Kceii^e, by four understanding merchants of this 
province (59). 

The king being resolved to go in person to Yorfc> 
to suppress or pacify the Scots, the lord Dungarvan^ 
eldest son to the earl of Cork, attended his majesty, 
and raised 100 horse at his own charge. At'the same 
time, the earl says, ^* I sent two more of ray sons, each 
with 100 horse, to attend the king, the raising dn^ 
accoutring of which troops cost 5,0001." And when 
the king marched into the north itith his. army, the 
fearl being then seventy-four years of age, and not 
able personally to attend him, sent his son, the lord 
Broghill, to his majesty^ to present him with 1,000 
broad pieces of gold. Also, when the new Irish 
army was to be disbanded, the earl of Cork entered 
into bonds of 8,0001. ; upon which, the treasurer of 
Ireland was furnished with money, viz. 4,0001. in 
London, and the remainder he ordered the receiver 
of bis rents to pay into the treasury here (60). 

The fatal long parliament in England began, and 1^40^ 
the earl of Strafford was tried and condemned; ia 
which trial, the earl of Cork's right to the college 
of Youghal, was brought in question ; - concerning 
which, see Vol. I. Book I. Chap.

Lord Broghill says, that whtMi bo was shot, 
he was ^00 yards from the enemy, and although he had armour 
en, the bail passed through his bddy ; and adds, that it was 
his father's old fowler, Trarers, that shot him."

: His lordship's neit letter informs his .father, that he had 
drawn the horse troop and foot company quartered ai Lismore, 
into ihfi castle, and turned out all ithe papists. Yesternight 
the enemy took BalIya,nchor, and most inhumanly butchered 
Crokerj,, and four or five' with him, whom they hanged at the 
gate of the house. That Mr. Butler had sent him a message, 
to inform bim, that since the .lord president had retreated, 
finding their power to be tpo strong, he wished him to follow 
his example to avoid bloodshed, and that he should have li« 
berty to retire where he pleaded, with fair and honourable 
quarter. Lord Broghill answered, no man should be an 
exam]>lc to bim, to do au action that he neither thought hooest 
/or noble; and that for quarter, he never knew what the word 
meant, and vowed to God to live or bury himself in the ruin$ 
of thai place. The messenger then told him, the assault would 
he given in a quarter of an hour, but his lordship directly 
h^ng out his flag of defiance. The ^me night, they gave 
xnany false alarms, but no assault, every' thing within bcin^ 
iready to receive tbcm. lie concludes with telling his father, 
that he expects to be attacked every hotjr, but that they shall 
£nd« by. dear bought o!)Epericncc, how'diflicult a place that was 
to be taken, and that he would never yield'it whUc he h^d od<> 
drop of blood. This letter is dated Feb> ^4*. *? 



on the 12th of January, 1641-^2, the rebels having Charles: I 
driven away all the cattle within two miles of the f^^* 
town OntheJ5th^ he mustered all the tow ns^men, 
and found the place in gi^at want of powder and 
other necessaries. He had scarce come to his . 
government^ when he had intelligence^ that^ the 
Irish were assembling in Carbcry, and that the loid 
Muskery, Mac Carty Reagh, O'Donoyan, and 
O'Sullivan, had several meetings on the occasion 
(15). Before his arrival, ^ the Irish had spoiled 
Iniskeene, Castletown, and Nucestown^ and so 
distressed the English at Cloghnakilty; ^that tbcfy 
were forced to fly to Bandon for protection, it 
being then ^the only walled town in those parts/ 
The English, all round the country/ were robbed, 
and spoiled, arid their cattle carried away into 
O'Crowley's country, and Musfcery ; some of which, 
the lord Clancarty obliged the Irish to send back ; 
and although, they were paid for bringing iheoi^ , 
they >vere again carried otF in a night or two. 
These hardships made all the, English flock into 
Bandon*, -having jvery little left; but to curb thesp 
insolences, lord Kinalmeaky mounted some troops 
of dragoons, with whom be harassed the enemy, 
and' brought in several rebels, whom he caused to 
be executed. Notwithstanding, they still assem- 
bled in gredt numbers, in woods, rocks, and in- 
accessible jllaces. Lord Muskery, oh his side, also 
executed several of the common Irish for thieving, 
and ser^ some of the Kinalmeaky thieves to Ban- 
don, where thi^y rriet with tiieir deserts. The towns- 
men assisted to fortify the place, in the best man- 
ner they could ; they planked all the towers of the 
town, mounted some cannon upon the walls, and 
put the portcullises in good order. Tlie place was 
filled with people, who flocked intQ it from all 
parts of the west of the county, among whom tvere 
above 1,000 distressed women and children. Tlie

On the 10th of May, the lords Barry ifiore and 
Dttngarvan, with their troops, went, in parsaU of 
the Condons, a party of whom sheltered themselves 
in the castle of Ballymac Patrick, (now Cateysville,) 
upon which they sent for two pieces of ordifiance to 
Castle-Lyons, wliich took up six hoars, •Apao'ty 
of the enemy from the north of t^e Black-water, 
forded oyer, close under the castle, in order to^ 
relieve it, bat they were drove back by soifle EngUsh* 
musketeerS;, and retreatejd to a hUl on the other side: 
of the river. The English plied the spike holes of 
tiie castle so close with their pieces; that the cannon 
\ms drawn down within musket shot of the casiie, 
from whence the battery was contintied till six; in the 
evening, the breach bfeing wide enough for a car-« 
riage to drive through it. Upon which; the enemy 
on the other aide, sent a party to fire Fermoy and 
Garrickabrick, whjie forty English horse were in 
pursuit of sixty of theirs, who made no standi hopiog

The ' noirthcrn pari of the county was greatly 
protected by sit Phiiipt Perceval, who had in it 
stfreml strong casties, in whidh he placed garrisons, 
viz. LisearoU, Annagh, Walshestown, Templer 
Conilla, and Ballincarry, wbicb last being without 
the line, and having been^ taken by the Irish and 
recovered a^in, he caused it to be demolished. 
His castle . of Ballinagerah was attacked in April 
this year, by a strong party of Iri^, but it was 
relieved by captain Jepbsoi^ and lieutenant Down*- 
ing. Liscaroli was defended by captain Raymond, . 
and Annagli, by one Fisher, both stewards to M 
PbiKp; He. also placed garrisons in his castle of 
iLogbort, in this county ; at Castle warden, in the 
cooitly of KiUare ; and in another castle defended 
by Mr. Richard Srdkes, in. the county of Tippe- 
rary(28). ; 

Id July, Io#d Broghffi beat the rebels at Cappo- 
-quis, whidi was the. first pttcbed battle fought in 
3f unster, since ^ the rebellion began . Soon . afler^ 
ihe lord Barry more took Cloghlea-castle, on tlie 
Pundieon^ near Killworth, which was the inhe- 
ritance of sir Richard Fleetwood, who admitted sir 
Arthur Hyde to keep it ; but Condon^ whose ances- 
tors it had belonged to, took it from him by sur>* 
prise, and Mitchelstowri was also reduced (29). 

The castle of Rathbarry, in the west of this 
-county, now Castle-Freke, was bravely defended 
from the 14th of February, to the 18th of October 
following^ by its owner, Arthur Preke, esq. ; being 
the greatest partof that time, either blocked up, 
or besieged, , by the Iri&h of Carbery. At length, 
sii* Charles Vavasor and captain Jephson marched

thi ee reiriments, to draw l^^^OO men fit for service 
into the field. 

When the rebellion i)roke out, there were in the 
■whole province but 400 foot, vra. the president's, 
lord Baltinorlass's, captain Philip Wenman's, and 
^ captam Charles Price's companies of JOO men 

each ; and but seventy-two horse, the lord presi- 
dent's sixty carabineers, and the provost- ma rshal^ 
captain William Peasley's twelve. The president 
raided 1.000 foot more, and the lords Bro|i^hill, 
Kinalmeakv, sir Piercy Smith, and captain Brod- 
rick raised 100 men each. There were 200 horse 
raised in England, the command of which, being 
two troops, were given to the earl of Inchiquin and 
captain William Jephson. The earl of Barr} more, 
the lords Kinalmeaky and Broghill, raised each of 
. them troops of 8ixt\ horse, and lord Dungarvan 100.-, 
horse, wliuh they maintained for a Jong time on

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On Tuesday, 20th of Auj^nst, the Irish armyrbariesi 
under gfeneral Barry, returned into this county, -^^ D. 
composing: a body of 7^000 foot, and 5(iO horse, ^^^^' 
with a <>ood train of artillery,' which they look at 
Limerick ; and among the res*, one battering piece 
of so large a bore, that it was drawn by twenty- 
five yoke of oxen (35). With this force, they 
Qltacked the castle of LiscaroH, defended by sir 
Philip Perceval's servants ; the importance of (he 
line, which was preserved by sir Philip's castles, 
was now plainly discovered: It extended several 
miles through a morass, which nothing but the . 
^ season of the year, and a very dry summer, could 
have rendered practicable to men or horses, and 
which was slill impassable to any wheel carriage. 
This obliged the Irish to dismount all their can- 
non, and to lay them in hollow timbers, in which 
they dragged them through the mire with vvoni 
derfdl difficulty, and such a loss of time, as proved 
falal to them in the issue. From the important 
situation of this place, upon the first entrance of 
the enemy into this country, in the beginning of . 
the year, they were obliged to make a turn out of

Lord Inchiquili had only 12 men killed in this 
action, and abiiut 20 wounded, most of them horse; 
but of the Irish, about 700 \\/eve slain. There 
were taken three pieces of artillery, thirteen pair 
of colours, three hundred muskets, and three barrels 
of powder ; but as no quarter was given, except to 
colonel Richard Butler, son to the lord Ikerin, 
(who was the last man of the Irish army that retired) 
and two or three other officers, very few prisoners 
were made. This defeat threw the Irish into a 
terrible consternation ; but lord Inchiquin, through 
the want of subsistence for his men, was forced to 
tnarch back to Mallow, and disperse his army 
into garrisons.

On the death of lord Kinalmeaky, sir Charles 
Vavasor was made governor of Bandon ; and soon 
after, colonel Rowland St. Leger ; in whose time 
it happened, that the troops of Bandon and Kinsale 
bad appointed to meet, at a day prefixed, to take a 
prey ; of which the rebels, who were at Kilcrea^ 
having notice, and thinking the troops were marched 
out, boldly came to Bandon, and took away the 
cattle that belonged to the town ; but the men 
being only just mounted when this accident hap- 
pened, they immediately issued out, and recovered 
the cattle at Briny-bridge^ killing fifty of the Irish 
at Kilmore bog, without losing a man (39). 

The lord Forbes X40), with his regiment, landed 
at Kinsale, and marched to Bandon ; where, being 
joined by three Bandon companies of foot, ahd 
some horse, they marched westward. On the 18th 
of October, they came toClogbnakilty, where they

In this castle were about twenty mefl, 
eleven women> a«d s^ven children, some of which 
the^ soldiers stripped, in order to kill them, but

For on the 4th of June, being &Minday> About 
day-break, Mr. Hill, with a squadron of hofse^

so that he and his men escaped with difficulty $ 
and alarming the English at Cloghleigh^ they im^ 
mediately ranged in battalia, in two. divisions, in a 
field near a mountain, on the side of which th^ 
enemy soon appeared,^ about a: mile. and a half froofk 
the army. Sir Charles Vavasor, who the night 
before lay at Castle- Lyons, was sent for in. great 
baste; but before, he arrived^ 200 musketeers;

About the same time, 
the Irish were turned out of Itinsale and Youghal, 
which the English parliament hearing of, and beiiig 
desirous to reward his steadiness, constituted lord 
Inchiquin their president of Miinster ; but' npt 
being able to send him any supplies, little was done 
in this province the rest df the yeAr, and lord 
Inchiquin was obliged to agree with the Irish for a 
temporary cessation ; and thus it continued till the 
next spring, when the War was again renewed by 
the earl of Castlehaven.

The latter end of the year passed. oyer in treaties, Charles I 
little beino: done in this province till the bes^iririirig ^' ^^ 
of 1645 ; when the earl of Castlehaven, at the head * * • 
of 5^0p0 foot, and 1,000 horke, took most of the 
strong holds in this country, as Cajipoquin, Mit- 
chelstowri, Ballyhooly, &c. lord locliiquih being' 
obliged to standi upon the ^defensive ; which success 
had such an efiFect, that Liscarol| surrendered with-\ 
firing a shot, though then in the best, pbstiire of 
defence^ But the castle of Annaffh a:ave theih more 
trouble ; for being on a kind of island, surrounded 
by a morass, it vva^ bravely defendied by one Fisher,' 
who, although the castle vvas almost beaileri to riiins, 
still heid out, and, in several assaults, killed 300 of _ , 
t^e Irish; but being less prudent than brave, he 
consented to a conference,' attended with two or 
three of bis officers, and was treacherously slain ifi 
the sight of his own raeri ; who, b^ing thus deprived' 
of their commander, imprudently surrendered iipoti 
promise of quarter, but were all put to the sword.

At length, for want of stores 
and men, he was obliged to contract his squadron to 
four frigates, besides the flagships ; but even in thi^ 
condttion, want stared him in the face ; and fiad it 
not been for the weU - timed gen«rous assistance, of 
Robert Southwell, esq. who furnished his fleet with 
a large quantity of provisions, 'his highnesa €6ii!d 
not have been able to proceed to sea with those 
few ships foi* which he had men (82). But being 
thus supplied, he* ^t sail, and happily arrived, at 
Lisbon (83). King Charles IL by bis letter from 
the Hague, confirmed the peace, and appointed the 
lord In^hiquin president of this province (84). 

In the mean time^ Ormond drew all the forces 
he could muster together, as well Irish as Eng- 
lish,, having made lord Inchiquin lieutenaiitgene- 
m\ of the iarmy, the eiirl of Castlehaven lieutenant- 
genieral df the- hopsc/and lord Taaf, master ofthe 
ordnance.

Armorer's. On the 25th, being at the new. fdrt, 
he began an health to his majesty, Vi^hen there Wlai'^ 
a discharge of ^ all the artirfery ; be changed its 
nafti^ from ftingcurran; to Charf^s-Fort, a^then 
depart^ for Cork, being well ^ati^fied with the 
fortificaftibn (32). - :

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veral more foot, matched' with two field pieces, James If . 
towards Castle-Martyr, the seat of colonel Henry ^^ '^* 
Boyle, who had with him about 140 gentlemen ^^** 
and servants, to defend themselves against the vio* 
lences of the Irish ; he was persuaded by his friends 
not to make any resistance, upon the promise df , 
the lieulenant-gene ral, that neither their persons or 
estates should be molested; but without any regard 
thereunto, he caus^ the bouse to be plundered, and 
colonel Boyle^ with m&ny of the gentlemen^ to be 
carrped prisoners to Cork (8). 

On Wednesday, the 12lh of March, king Jameg 
landed at Kinsaie, who, soon after, came to Cork ; 
where, on the next Sunday, he heard mass in a 
new chapel^ lately erected near the Franciscan 
friary ; through the streets he was supported by two 
friars of that order, and attended by many others 
in their habits: He was received and entertained 
by Donohgh, earl of Clancarty, on his landing ;v at 
which time, the king made him one of the lords 
of bis. bedchamber, and his regiment a royal regi- 
ment of guards (9).

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fteet, then expected^ was preparing to witBclraw att James ir* 
Ws forced foom the town^ that the French might ^•J^: 
take possession^ of the ptace and forts ; hut upon tiis . 
discovery of the misliLke^ be put all things in a 
readinesd to oppose them. These proceedkigs 
countenanced a repoit^ that king James had agreed 
to put« Ireland into the French king's hands^ for 
asf^isting him to recover his dominions (k2). 

The 39th of April, admiral Herbert being on 
tl^ -south coast of Ireland, by his scouts disco- 
vered the French fleet, ai>d next day had int^Hi- 
jZ^ence that they were gor^e into Batlimore^ being 
forty-fouf sail ; but. on pursuing them, the spouts 
had sight of them to the west of Cape Clear ; and^ 
upon steering after them, found they were got 
h)to Banlry Bay. The admiral lay off the bay all 
night, and next morning stood in^ where he founct 
the enemy a^ ancliorj hut soon got under sail^ 
bearing down upon him, in a line composed of 
hventy-dght men of wiir, and five flre-ships. When 
tl»ey came within musket-shot of the Defiance^ w?^o 
led the van, the Fren<?h admiral put out the signal 
of battle, which was begun by filing tfieir greak 
and sQ^all' shot at the Defiance, and the rest as they 
came into *the line. The English made several 
boards to gain the wind, or at feast to engage 
them closer.' Finding that way of working very 
disadvantageous, admiral Herbert stood off to sea^ 
as Well to have got his ships into a line, as to hav& 
gained the wind of the enemy, but fouod them 
so cautious in bearing ^own^ <that be could not get 
an opportunity to do it ; so continued battfPfng^ 
upon a stretch,- till fiv^e- i« the afternoon, when the 
Prenth admiral stood into the bay. T^e admiral's- 
ship,, and sotoe othei^^ being disabled in their rig- 
ging, they could ¥H>I f^Uow theivi> but cotHinued' 
for some time after before the bay? and the ad- 
miral gave them a gun at parting, in this action,

On tlie 7th of May, the admiral got 
into Plymouth with the fleet (13). 

On the 11th of August, the lord ClaFe, governor 
of Cork, committed all the protestanls of the 
city to St. Peter's, Christ church, and the court- 
houses. On the 10th of September, several were 
«^nt to Blarney-castle ; on the lUh,= many to 
Macroomp; and October the 13tb, all the churches 
wejje shut up (1^). In several places, the governor 
went into houses and shops, 'seized what they found, 
without the formality of a pretence, and took it 
away. Mr. Boileaa (who was governor of Cork, 
with lord Clare) not failing in any piinctiiio of his 
country dragooning, was supposed to h^.ve sent off 
for Prance, to the value of 30,0001. in money, leather 
and other commodities, the spoils of the protestants 
6f this rich city (15). 

On the 13th of September, rnajar-genetal Sera^ 
venmore marched with 1,100 horse and dragoons, 
and two regiments of Danish foot, from Tipperary, 
and sent colonel Donep to burn the bridge of j 
Mallow, and to view the castle ; which having per- 
• formed, he returned the 17th, with an. account 
that above 100 protestant families thei^abottts 
Ivere in great fear of the rapparees,- who had 
orders from the governor of Cork to burn their 
houj»es. The major-general thereu[>on sent out 
' next night, 100 horse and 50 dragoons, under 
major Tittinckhoft, to protect them,, . with orders 
to lay themselves in an ambuscade near: the tov^n; 
which they did, and having taken two of the 
rapparees, tl>"y killed one, and;madie the other 
conduct them to their main body. ,Upon the ft\ajor's

In Janupry^ Uie Irish, by the {irriv^Iof Tyr^fon- WillUn 
Uel^ Nagle, Rice, and others frorp Prince, flawing **^ 
received frtsh supj3hes of arms, ammilniti^n, and ^f ^nf' 
other necessaries, were encouraged (being strait^ iMi^ 
^ned in their quarters) to try their fortune by \h(^ 
enlargement of their frontiers. Their main desigii 
%vas upon Permoy and Baliynoore; the first, because 
of its stone bridge on the j^leck-water, wa»esteenie4 
a very considerable pass. The fortidcationg werft 
but slight, and tbe garrison pot numeroHs; flieir 
strengtli consisted chiefly in two field pieces; 
which gave them more reputation than force ; thi^ 
place wag attacked by brigadier Carroll, fin(^ 1,500 
of the enemy ; but the Danes, who h^d the guard 
of it, defended it very well ; and icAoael Dpnep^ 
with fifty of his hor^e, and thirty miiitia^ by th« 
comman * stratagem of two trumpeters sounding a 
march, as if fresh recruits were advanqin^g, fright'*; 
ened the Irish into a flight, anj^l they were so bri^klyt 
pursued to Cariganedy-ford, that they lost near 80 
men in the action. But they had better fortune at 
Ballyjnore, a village in the county of Westmeath, 
Avhioh they seized without oppoaition, and fort i* 
Sed so sirongiy, that it became a very important

On the 13th of July^ , the Devonshire man of war 
had her deck blown up by accident, in Kinsale har^ 
boqr, and thirty^meh wounded (67). 

Ma'y the 16th, the deputy governor of this coun- 
ty, with the bishops, clergy and gentry thereof> 
entered into an association for the defence of his 
majesty's person and government, in imitation of 
most of the other counties of Ireland (68). 

The townsmen of Youghal having manned out 1696. 
a boat with about forty seamen and soldiers, took 
^ French privateer that lay at anchor under Cabfe- 
island. The privateer had seized on some boats 
belonging to the town^ and sent in one of them 
for provisions^ keeping the rest as hostages.

April the 30th^ the Loo man of war was lost, as 
she wa-s turning out of Baltimore harbour, by rutf- 
tiing on a rock ; the men, with most of the rigging 
and guns were saved (74). 
- I698» August 16th, the marquis of Winchester, and 
the earl of Gal way, lords justices, set out from 
Dublin to Kilkenny, where they >yere sumptuously 
entertained by the duchess of Ormond. On the 
18lh, they arrived at Waterford, being met on the 
road by several gentlemen; and near the city, by 
the mayor and corporation, with whom they dined. 
Next day, they viewed the garrison atid fort of

Thence they 
Went to Athlone, where they were received by Mr, 
attorney general Rochfort, commander of the militia 
of Westmeath ; part of the militia of horse, foot 
and dragoons, being in arms on the occasion, and 
the cannon of that place being discharged.

In July, the duke of Ormond, lord lieutenant of 
Ireland, made a progress through this province, and 
reviewed; the forces and garrisons of Waterford, 
Cork, Kinsale, Limerick, &c.

try (2). France and Flanders could never have 
drawn so much money from England, for figured 
siiks, lace and tapestry^ if they had not had academies 
for design ; and siuch a one might greatly conduce 
to the perfecting these^ and other manufactures^ ^ 

among qs. Our painted linens, diapers, and da* 
ipasks, would soon feel the benefit of such an. 
academy; it is- pur Ignorance of 4his branch, ihat- 
makes us fall short of the Dutch in these commodi- 
ties, who have brought the art , of printing and 
painting cottons and linens, to such a degree of 
perfection, as not only surpasses those of the East. 
Indies, for drawing and design, but also vies with 
them in the splendof and beauty of their colour* 
It has its uses in the forming and painting earthen- 
ware, and in abundance of other materials ; for 
which reason, I have begun with this desideratum, 
as necessary to be known to many artists.

It seems to be another useful design, to inform 
ourselves thoroughly of the different s<Mrts of Htretf 
in request among diffijrent people; .which, jtideed^ 
has been in s/>me measure of late pursued ; and, by 
this means, the great demand and encouragement 
£or nmking the coarse linens called Osnaburga, bag 
been discovered ; which branch alone, as I am well 
informed, would employ twice as many spare hands 
as we have in this province, and for wbiclt a market 
is never wanting. 
Hemp. Immense sums are drawn yearly into tfce nor- 
thern countries for supplying the British, navy with 
hempen manufactures. Hemp is one of the most 
profitable improvements that can 'well be Hnder-^ 
taken by the husbandman who has a proper soil 
for its produce; and I cannot biit observe, tBat 
there are greart quantities, of a deep rich. soil. in tbe 
northern parts of this county, ejLtremely . well 
adapted for the produce of h^mp. The pre- 
iniums for encouraging this trade, seem to be quite 
insufficient. This country might go a great way ift 
furniiilung the British navy with hemp, and, sail-

Savary informs us, they manufacture no less 
than 1^9,800 pieces of woollen goods, besides 80,000 weight 
of wool, worked np by the cam bl'et- weavers; half of which ia 
the growth of the country, and the other half imported into it. 
M* Sarary also reckons 5Q,000*pieces of stuff man ufactMr^d lit 
the country round that city ; and this is all done by the as^lstanco 
of English >nd Irish wool. . . ^ . 

The earliest account I find of the linen manufacture iii Ireland^ 
is in a letter of lord Orrery to the duke of Ormond^ datedi 
March $th, 1666-7, in which his lordship says :

have* This earth is aftorwar40 pot in ditches, where it remains 
for some time, to imbibe the water, and meliorate a little more ; 
after which, it is placed on cloths to drain, and then laid ia 
masses to receive the several shapes the workmen design it. 

It is now abont fifty-three years since they first attempted to 
make porcelain' in France ; and, in a few years after, they 
brought it to such perfe<vtioo as to rival tha^ of China. The 
first essays wer6 made at Rouen, and succeeded tolerably well* 
And M. Savary tells us, they have now carried it to such a 
pitch in .the manufactures of Pa«ci and St. Cloud, that the 
French porcelain wants nothing to make them equal the Chi. 
nese, but to be brought 5 or 6,000 leagues. In effect, for the 
fineness of the matter, beauty and turn of the vessels, the exact, 
itude of the design, and the lustre of the colours, at least the 
biues, the Fjrenchare not much behind the Chinese; but theii* 
grand defect is in the white of the grootid, which is usuaMy 
dingyr and doll, and easily distingubhct itself from the pi^e 
sprightly white of China. 

But theiSaxoniB seem to have exceeded the French. There is 
a manufacture at MiseQ, the capital of Nisnia, which baron 
I'olnitz assures os, prod aces porcelains, painted and enamelled 
ia such perfection, that they are more, beautiful, .as well as 
dearer, than those of China. The invention is owing to/aa 
alchymist, who bcin^ clapped up in the castle of Konigstein, 
by the late king' of Poland^ on a suspicion of being master of 
the secret of the philosopher's stone, had leisure enough, not 
ipdeed to make gold, but to invent a ware, which, by the 
Jpreal vent of it, consider<ibly enriches the country ; so that the 
Dresden china is^ of late, .become in high esteem. For the 
manufacture of the Chinese porcelain, its materials, method 
<)f forming the vessels, painting, baking, annealing, . &c. the 
reader is referred to an account published by M* Savary, in his

SafiTron beads, pFanted in a black rich sandy mould, or in a 
iuixed sandy land, between white and red, yields the greatest 
store of saffron ; a clayey or stiff soil, /be it ever so fich, pro^ 
daces little saffrqn, but an increase of roots, if the winter 
prove. mild or dry ; th^ extremity of cold or moist weather 
destroys theqi ; so that the ^nest light sandy moiildi of an indif- 
ferent fatness, ia esteemed the most profitable. 

PToQgK the ground in the middle of April, and lay it Tcry 
smooth and. I^vcl j about three or four weeks after, spread 
upon every acre, twenty loads of rotten dungy and plough it in | 
at midsummer} plough it again^ and plant the saffron heads in 
roM'Si everyway three indies distant from one another, and 
three inches deep ; paths or shallow trQ,nches are to be left two 
or three .yajds asunder, which serve every year to lay the 
tvecds to rcrt, that are to be weeded and pared off the ground^ 

When the heads begin to shoot, which is usually a fortnight 
before Michaelmas, hoe or pare the ground all over very thin, 
taking away lightly all the weeds and grass very clean^ lest it 
choak the flowers, which will soon appear, and are then to be 
gathered, and the saffron pioked and dried for use. The secon j 
crop is to be managed the Michaelmas after, in the same man. 
fter, as is the third crop the next season ; the following mid- 
sommery all the saffron heaps are to be' dug up, planted out in 
fiew ground, and Ordered as t>efore* 

The' flowers are to be gathered as soon as they come upy 
^hen they arc fuH blowtf, whether wet or dry. Pick out the 
chives clean from the flowers, and sprinkle them two inches 
thick, very equally, on a doublesaffron paper ; lay this on the 
hair cloth of tfre saffron kiln^ and cover it with more saffron 
papersj a piece of woollen cloth or thick'baize, and a cushion 
t)fcanta^ filled with straw, whereon lay the ki-In. board. Put 
Id the kHn, thoroughly kindled charcoal, keeping it so hot that 
you can hardly endure your fingers between the paper and the 
hair cloth ; after an hour or more, turn in the edges of thexak^ 
with a \mfey and' loosen . it from the paper, iMi stick Casf^

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Hats. The tnanufacture of hats, so celebrated in England 

and France, has, of late^ grained some degree of petr 
fection here ; but that of beaver hats is very little 
known or practiced among us. In brdet to encourage 
their settlement at Canada, vi^hen it wBn in their 
hands, the French prohibited what we call Carolines, 
made of rabbits fur. Their commerce to Spain, for 
hats, was surprisingly great ; as, indeed, their pro- 
digious number of manufactures of all kinds (14), 

which, 

vet the outside of the paper witb a feather dipt in beer, and 
then dry the papers. Turn the cake^ that both sides' may be 
of a colour ; if jt fitick again to the paper, loosen it, and dry 
it with a rery gentle V^t, with the addition of about twentj^.

The saffron kiln consists in a large oak frame lathed on every 
side, twelve inches square in the bottqm, two foot high, and 
two foot square at the top ;,upon which is nailed an hair. cloth, 
strained hard by wedges drove into the sides, a square board and 
» weight to press it down, weighing about twenty-eight poinds. 

The insidcs of the kiln are all covered .over with strong pot- 
ters clay, very well wrought, with a little sand, a little more 
than two inches thick. The bottom must be lined, with clay, 
four or fiv^ inches thick, which is the hearth to lay the fire on; 
and level with it, is to be made a Little hole to put jthe fire in ; 
the outside may be plastered all over, with time and hair.

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from wbeqce it mnes in a small btrook^ which con- 
tinues to run by several high hills and moantaini^, 
receiving many riUs on the south side; and in a 
little way,, it becomes a Jarge, deep, and pleasant 
. lough, called Lough- Allua, already noticed ;. from 
J which lough> being again contracted, it runs with 
a swift and violent cour^, to the stone bridge at 
Inchigeelagh, where was anciently a ford, and a 
'difficult pass in time of ^oods. From its rise, to the 
city of Cprk, it runs by computation, twenty-six 
Irish miles. Formerly, there was an eel-weir of con* 
siderable profit, . near the castle of Car4gnacur^agli/ 
which this river glides by in its course. The rivers 
BHdeand called Bunea and the Bride, are the two noted ones 
Bunea. lyhich fall into the .Lee on the south. side: The 
first is a rivulet of no great note, only it affords 
some trout and eels; and the latter, I have 
already. mentioned.

Is our Black* water, anciently named Avenmore, i. e* (he great 
river; Dur^^inthe British4anguage, signifies watfer ; Daurona 
is a Latin termination gi?cn to it, and signifies Arenrnpre. 
Cambden's words are these, the Daurona of Ptolemy ; and bjr 
Giraidus Cambcensis, the Saveranus, which (lie sajs) springs 
out of a mountain in Musl&ery, passes by the priticipal, city of 
the county, graced with an episcopal sec, wherelioto (in his 
time) was added the bisho{^rick of ^Cloyiie, and falls from a 
creeky mouth near Imokilly (formerly the possessions of the 
earls of Desmond) into the sea. Again* as the Severn watereth 
the lower parts of this county, so doth the Broad. water (it c. 
the Black-water) the upper, upon which is the seat 6( the 
noble family de Ruise, &c. . Cambden in Comit/Cork. 

Cambden thus mistakes the Luvius^ or Lee, by giving it the 
liames of Daurotia and Severn, being led into it by Giraldas 
Cambrrnsis, who indeed affirms, that the Severanus and Luvius 
run tiiTOUgh Cork, i. e. the territory of Cork, not the city. 
Sabrina, according to. Baxter, was anciently called Dau'rian, 
also Saurian, i, e. Amnis liegitise^ the queen's riv^r/ 
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A rivulet called Broen^ and several other broolcs^ 
empty themselves into it: Upon it, are seated the 
castles of Ktlorea, Castlemore, Clodagh, &c. ; and 
besides the brooks ahready mentioned^ several other 
small ones empty their waters into the Lee on this 
side. Note.— This Bride is not^to be confounded 
with a second of that name^ which runs into the 
Kack- water. The rivers which flow into the Lee 
on the north side^ are these following : Isty The Other 
Toon river, which runs through deep bogs, scarce ^^^®'^* 
passable in the driest season without extreme diffi- 
culty, but at one ' particular place, called Toon- 
bridge. These bogs are intermixed with craggy 
rocks; which makes this a wild, uninhabited tract ;f 
so that this river Toon neither affords fish, or any* 
thing else for pleasure or profit.

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Black. In my description of the county of Waterford, 
vater. J have mentioned the Black-water, and have said 
something of its length, progress, and navigation 
in that county. I shall here give a more parlkular 
account of its rise, with the several rivers which it 
receives as it glides through this county, of which 1 
have made no mention in that work. 

The head of this river is in a swampy bog, near 
the isJand of Kerry, and proceeds along to Black- 
water* bridge, where it is still but a small stream; 
from hence it runs to Cullin, about six miles; 
thence to Bellydawly, Drishane, and so easterly to

Provinces; bdt those in France, made of ]a(e years, are also 
very great ; of which, for the entertainment of the reader, I 
baTe inserted the foliowiog account : 

' I.— The canal of Briare, by which there is a comTnunication 
from the Seine to the Loire. * This work was bbgun in thereiga 
of Henry IV. aad finished in that of Jjawia Xlli. by. .the care, 
qf that great, mtaister, cardioai ' Richlieu. It is forty, miles, 
Ipng, from Briare to Moatargis, and on it are forty. two sluices 
o'r (lood.gatrs. 

II •^— The canal of Languedoc, or that of the two seas, fir$t 
proposed in the reign of Francis I. which proposal was renewed 
in. the reigns of Henry IV andXewis XIII. but not nnderta. 
kep or finished tiil I^ewis XlVth's reign. Its use is prodigious; 
for by it, a short communication is obtained between the ports 
of Guienne and Languedoc, instead of a route of no less than 
800 leagues ^y sea, round Spain and the Streights ; and by it, 
the dangers of the sea and Algerinc pirates are aroided* h 
some places, this canal is carried <»vcr aqoeducts of a prodigious 
height; also on high bridges, in order to let other rivers rua 
beneath it. In other places, it is carried by subterraneous pas* 
sages through rising grounds. One end of it joins the Garone, 
ii«ar Thouiouse, and the other terminates in the great Jake of 
Tau, near Cettc. It equals any work of tho kind attempted 
by.the ancient Romans; it was begiin in 1665, by M. Riquet;, 
who lived to see it finished a little before his death, which hap- 
pened in October, 1680.

IK.— The canal' of Orleans was undentakcn in 1675; it also 

opens a communication between the Seine and Loire, which was 

also the design of that of Briare, but this is much shorter ; on this 

canal arc twenty locks. It was finished hy the duke of Orleans, 

, when regent of Frmte^ during the present king's minority. 
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Mallovr/ wh^re there is a fair stone bridge over it;, 
then proiceeds to Fermoy^ where it has a second 
bridge ; and thus flows on^ due easterly^ to the

The several rivers which it receives on the sooth 
side, as it runs through this oounty^, are :-^— tst, Fiur , 

Awn river (10), which issues out of a lough iu 
Drishane parish, called, by the Irish, Cpom-a-truise^ 
and running north through the midst of the same. . 
parish, proceeds to the Black-water. 

^nd, Racobl, a rapid mountain flood, which has 
its rise in the' mountains of Muskery, and falls into 
it eastof Drishane, before which it receives a second 
stream, called Ouvane. 

3rd, The Bantyre falls east of the same, into the 
Black-water, west of Cloamine, having its rise from . 
the Boggra; 

4th, The Clydagh (11), which also has its rise in 
the Boggra, runs northerly to Dromore, and so intp 
the Black-water^ bounding the east side of the 
parish of Kiisbanick. This river receives another 
stream, called the Lyre, not far from Castlemore. 

The other rivulets which it receives on this side. 
till its entry into the county of Waterford^ are so 
small, that a particular mention of them is needless. 

On the north side, the Black-water receives :

MaHa ofgniall brooks which enter the Black-water, but rf 
Spenser, jj^jj^ consequence. Here the Awbe^, or MWfa of 
Spenscp, a beautiful river; joins it. It takes its rise

The Pancheon first proceeds we^t, leaving Mitchel's- 
(own half a mile to the south, runs to Carigaiiure- 
castle>and westerly through Marsh'al's-town; thence 
between Ahacross and Olaunn^hbllo^ k winds away 
south-east toGlanwortb^ where jt has a stone bridge 
over it; from thence east to liaflyhendon-castJe, 
thence to the bridge of the turnpike road, and so 
enters the Black-water, having washed the founda- 
tion of the castle of Cloghlea^. a quarter of a mile 
above Bally deroon. 

The next river is the Araghlin, the second of that

Before it reaches the* town of Bandon^ it flows 
through a beautiful park, and then passing through 
that town and bridge, it winds north^ea,st to I«i- 
shannon^ vvbene ts also another ^toiie. bridge over 
it^ and becomes jaavigable a little below the last 
mentioiied place, Jlence it winds avyay in several 
beautifyl rc^cbes^ south-east tp Kinsj^e^ ,wbere it 
makes a mosit excellent port. In jts progress^ it r^^ 
ceives several streams on both sided; one of the most 
considerable, is that called Mugin, which rises jn the 
parish, of KnopkaviUy, in Muskery, and falfe ioto 
the iiandon, abov^ Jaisharaion,. at Lisabroder, 
dividing the baronies of Kiualmeaky from Kerrycar'* 
riby . In this rivulet are some trouts and eelsj, and, 
in winter, some spent s^lmon^, which come into it 
from the I^andon ; ia wbicb last^^ there are very fine 
Qalmotv taken ija several weirs.

J^earls increase by critsts or coasts, the one o>er fha 
other ;.for if one be pinched in a vice, the upper c^at will 
crkck and leap {iwav ; sometime^ this stdne is c^st olf, aod 
avoiacd by the muscle; for many thai had pearls once (which 
is known by the shells being wrinkled, twisted or bitythed) 
have thrown them out. The bottoms of these riVoTS are ob- 
served to bo sandy, part 6tony, and patt 902y ; many of these 
muscles lie in brackish water, four or five miles from th^ seiu 
The natives (sir Robert siivs) never eat the fish, which cQt 
like an oyster of a blackish ^reen. We have these muscles iti 
the Lee, Black. water, and in mqst of our rivers ; and they are 
found several miles from the sea, \tk fresh water.

Pearls have been counterfeited various* ways ; they werO 
&hcien(1y made of glass, with a tincture of quicksilver within ; 
afterwards they used wax, with a fine brilliant fish glue oveir 
it; but there has been since in vented in France, another mt^rt. 
ner of making them, so near the natural odes in lustre an4 
water, that they deceive a good eye. These are what the hx^ 
dies generally wear in defect .of true pearl, small necklaces 
whereof they despise, and the large ones being generally too dear.

' 3. A chalybeate Water east of Rostillan struck 
a deeper tincture tftfin either ^f the forine^r^ and 
preserved its tinging quality a : eonsidetrafale time;. 
but, at length, in about -ten da,y^, it grew like the 
other tasteless, and did not strike with astringents. 
None of these waters have been applied to any 

, < medicinal 
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teiedtciiidl ase. They till lather with 9oap, parti- 
c«larly the tetter very r^ladily ; near t^hich is a 
fitie spring of delicate soft ivafer. 

By their not discolduritig silver, they seem to 
he chalybeates; no way inrtpre^nated with sulphur. 
But the three following springs de^erv^ pclrticular 
notice, as being impregnated both ^.ith iron and 
sulphur, and consequently We may ascribe to them 
virtues dependant on the united efficacy of both 
.these mineraU; 

4. Midway between Castle-Townshend and Skib- 
hereen» on th^ high road, (Ihe land named Mony- 
boholanc)-are-twt> wells, one of which is a strong 
chalybeate, and likewise is iitiptlegndted with sul- 
phur ; for it not only strikes a deep claret tincture 
with galls, but also tinged a sliver siiipence of a" 
blackish colour, in twenty-fdiir hours, and betrayed 
its sulphurous quality, both to the smell and taste. 
The other Well has also a ^rong smack, of sulphur, 
but strikes very little with galls, though it equally 
tinges silver. Two quarts of the first, evaporated 
' over a slow fire, in a broad earthen pan, left a red- 
dish brown residuum of seven graihs, part of which 
yielded to the magnfet; the other left only four grains' 
of a paler coloiiretl Yesidoum, wWfch did i^dt yield^ 
to the niagnet. 

These waters have been drefnk with Success, in 
removing obstrtictions, and in sco^rbutic ^oniplaints, 
particularly by one Mr. Robinson, a clergyman, 
since deceased, who, as I was credibly informed, 
found much benefit by them iifi ftfn 6b*inate siiurvy. 

6. On the land of Bailyhphelrck, ftfe^ Five-fnile- 
bridge, midvlray between e^wrfcandKins^'le, i^ and*-' 
ther spring of the same nature a^s the foregoiiig^; 
it had a strong taste of fton at thre fountain head> 
where it struck a dark purple ^ith astiingerits; 
even when exaiilin<ed in the evening, but it is said 
io be much strongef before sun- rise : being sent to 
Dublin, where, it arrived in about a fortnight.

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it had still the ferruginousT taste^ was also fcetid, 
struck a jMuk colour with gaUs^ and Itk^^vise tinged 
silver^ immersed in it fori}^ -eight hours, of a leaded 
and copper-coloured hue ; an evidence of sulphur 
combined with iron. About 200 yai*ds above the 
springs they have sunk a shaft for coal^ encouraged 
by £^n external, appearance of a Uaek coal slale^ 
but^ as yet, they have discovered no real coal ; 
some of this slate is filled with a sulphurous marca- 
site, and being burned^ produces both sulphur and 
iron. 

6. Kanturk spaw^ at a place c^alled Corra^ about 
half a mile north-west of the Jtown of Kanturk, is 
a clialybcate sulphurous spring, situated on the 
banks of the river Alla^ which^ in great floods, over* 
flows it. This water is of a taste and smeii some- 
what disagreeable ; with powder ,of galls, it tinged 
of a crimson colour^ tending to purple, in the sum- 
mer season, as it did also in the midst of winter, 
being yery^wet weather ; it tinged a piece of silver, 
immerged in it at two different tfials, of a copper 
hue, an appearance pro|)er to sulphurous waters. 
This water is covered with a shed, which suffici- 
ently defends it from rain; a small ripling cur- 
rent runs from the spring. Oh the opposite bank 
of the river^ is a thin iron vein, covered with a 
dirty brown ochrey clay, and the same may be 
observed also, but not so plainly, on the side where 
the spaw -is. Four pounds eight ounces of this 
water being evaporated iit Dublin, and exhaled to 
fX dryness, left two grains and a half of sediment 
of a brown yellowish coloi)r> besides a small quan- 
tity pf ochre it had spgntaneously deposited. In 
a trial 1 niadie on th;is water at Cork, a few days 
after.it bad/})een taken up, 1 obtained seven grains 
of the ^me coloured ochrey substance, from two 
quarts, upon evaporation ; so that the difference on 
these trials, was owing to the water having let fall 
a considerable part of its contents^ pn the carriage 

^ . tp 
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to Dublin ; my residuum did not own (be magnet^ 
but being strowa on a red-hot iron, had evidently a 
solpburous smelL Many have been relieved by 
this wafer in scorbutic disorders^ lost appetites^ 
swellings of the stomach attended with pain^ and in 
thegravel ; it has also been of service in the king's* 
evil, and two instances were given me of dropsies 
effectually cured by it. It has been drank for seve-* 
ral seasons past ; to some, it proves purgative^ and 
to a few, when taken in large quantities, emetic; 
but, on most constitutions, its operation is found to 
be extremely diuretic, passing readily, in a short 
time after it is drank. 

7. Near Garret's- town, the seat of Francis 
Kearney, esq. in the barony of Courcey, a chaly- 
beate water was discovered, upon digging a new 
canal west of his bouse. This water struck a crirn* 
son colour with galls, is considerably strong to the 
taste, and' preserved these qualities several weeks 
after it was transmitted to Cork, where, upon eva« 
poration, two quarts of it left nine grains of an * 
ochrey sedimeDt, which was.not qioved by the mag- i 
net ; it scarce dissolved soap without difficulty. A : 
few drops of oL tart, turned it milky, which shewis * 
its impregnation with some salt; it had no symp- 
toms of any. sulphurous quality, either by smell or 
tinging silver. As to its virtues, it being but very 
Ia,tely taken notice of, time and future experiments 
must discover ; but we may venture to pronounce * 
its being useful in obstructions, want of appetite, 
and all other complaints for which light chalybeate^ 
are g^e^erally prescribed. 

8. A light chalybeate water on the strand of Ti- 
moleague, between tlie abbey of that place and 
Barry's-hall, strikes vfith gall of a purple colour, 
it readily lathers with soap, but lias no mark of 
sulphur. As I was the first that took notice of it, : 
there bas not been sufficient time to make experi-

in floods, liable to be overflowed. Bbing* examined 
on the spot, it struck a deep purple with galls. 

^TJiree pounds ten ounces of it being exbaled by 
Dr. Rutty, in Dublin, left five grainy of a snuff 
coloured residuum^ and some small parts of it 
yielded to the magnet. 

When drank to the quantity of Vm) or thcee pints, 
it has been found to eictte an a^ppelite^ ease pains in 
the stomach, lessen swellings in the legs^ and to 
have cured great numbers of persons overrun^ with 
the scurvy. 

11. At Crpnacree, a mile south-east o£ DiMiierail^, 
is a chalybeate spring, formerly in great repnte ; it 
yielded but a faint tincture with gaits ; but the two 
following are stronger, although, by reason of their 
situation in remote places, near thie borders of the 
county of Kerry, their virtues ar^ not known or 
attended to, viz. 

12. Two miles east of Ballyvoumey bridge, on 
the* north bank of the river Sullane, is. a lange and 
strong chalybeate spring, with which galls struck a 
ideep purple, next to black. 

IS. Opposite to the castle of Carrign^rcurra, 
but a little more to tlie west, on the bank of the

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river Lee, ^nd half a mile east of Inchigeelagh^ U a 
strong chalybeate^ with which galls, also sti:uck. a 
deep purple approaching to black. 

These waters^ from their strength, may probaWy 
bear carriage^ if put into dry clean bottles^ and well 
corked and rosined^over, to very distant places; and, 
no doubt, might be found to be potent deobstrueiit 
inedicioes, in jaundices^ obstructions of all kinds, 
the cholera morbus, &c. 

14. At a small distance to the east, on the lands 
of Kilindoniuel, and^ two miles nortli by east from 
Ihe city of Cork, iji the parish of Whitchurch, is 
a chalybeate spring, yielding a strong current, with 
which gall strikes a deep purple. These spa ws are 
indeed neglected ; a fate common to many others, 
as well as to most medicines of credit, which have 
their run for a .time, and afterwards give way to 
some aew ones, to the no small discredit of the 
healing art; : vvihich was the fate of the foUowJng 
chalybeate water, viz. : 

15. That of Ship^pool, which, though now in a 
great measure neglected, was some years ago in 
high repute for its antiscorbutic virtues. This 
spring issues near the bank of the river, not far 
from the castle of Ship-pool, the seat of EMward 
Herrick, esq. seven miles from Cork. It strikes a 
deep purple with galls. Two quarts' of it evapo- 
rated in Cork to a dryness, left a residuum of nine 
grains of a brown ferruginous matter, which owned 
the magnet. This water was npted. for curing 
rheumatic complaints. 

16. At the confluence of the brook Briny with 
the river Bandon, near the castle of Dundaniere, 
is a strong chalybeate spring; the v«*ell is secured- 
by a building* round it, and covered with flagSw 
It struck a deep purple o^4he spot, as it did some 
months after in Cork, where I evaporated a- gallon i 
of this water, which afforded an extract of seven- 
teen grains of chalybeate ochrey substance, partly 
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attracted by the magnet. This water, with the fonr 
former, are 8oft> lathering with soap/ and conse- 
quently are comparatively pure chaiybeates, withoat 
any considerable mixture of salts. Thii^ spring was 
formerly in great esteem, and much frequented by 
persons aficcted With pains at the stomach, verttgpes, 
cholics, and scorbutic disorders. 

17. Near Mourne-abbey, on the north side of a 
small brook, and adjoining to it, is a light chalybeate 
water, in the midst of the high road leading from 
Mallow to Cork, two miles from the former. It 
strikes a light' purple with galls * but as this spaw 
was very lately discovered, as 1 happened to walk 

• round the ruins of the abbey, it has not been yet 

drank for any disorder. 

18. Near the river Clydagh, in the parish of 
Kijshanick, not far from the northern verge of the 
wpod of Drumorc, is a chalybeate springy which 
strikes with gall» almost of a plaret colour. 

19. Also near Kilpaddcr, the rev. Mr. James 
Hing^ton (since I left that part of the country, as I 
am informed) has discovered a stronger chalybeate 
than the former, near his house, which also strikes 
strongly with galls. 

30. On the lands of Quarters-town, the estate of 
Mr. Dillon, on the south bank of the Black-water, 
a mile east from Mallow, is a light chalybeate spring, 
subject to be overflownr by that river. It strikes with 
galis, and from its situation so near the town of Mal- 
low, might be of peculiar use in particular cases, in 
which the Mallow water is not altogether so proper. 

21. There is also another chalybeate water a-mile 
south of Mallow, at a place called Bearforest, which 
aJ$o strikes with galls of a deep purple colour. It 
has been drank with success in ^corbutfc cases, and 
complaints of the stomach (2).

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23. The Macrooinp spaw/ about fialf a mile to , 
the north-west of that place, situate^ on the verge 
of a bog, hath recommended itself to our notice, 
by some well attested instances of its good effect 
ill the cure of the itch^ scorbutic, and even some 
scrofulous disorders. 

It is like most of tbe^ above- mentioned, a chaly- 
beate water of moderate strength, with but little 

admixture 

is so very abaiidanft, that it is ^ard fo find a lump of earth 
\\ herein some irony particles ftre not contained. Of all kinds 
of metals, there is none that so readily dissolves in all sorts of 
acids, as 'iron ; and thus even cold water, on account of its 
stherial principle, and the universal salt it lodges, will soon 
prey upon and dissolve this metal ; so that if a piece of red. hot 
iroD be quenched in common water, it communicates some par- 
ticles of itself thereunto, as appears by the astringent strengthen- 
ing quality, and the rough stiptic taste of the water" that hath 
been thus heated. And as it is a familiar observation, that the 
noistinre of the air, rain, &c« corrodes iron* turns it to rust, and 
imprcgnaces itself therewith, there is no question but alj waters 
Mhich w^ash the beds of iron ore, or take their course through 
red clayey grounds, lick up, in their passage, particles of an 
irony nature, and come impregnated with them to the spring 
bead ; and accordingly, all such waters are called every nhoru 
chalybeaje or irony watei's. 

The external signs of these chalybeate waters arc'deriveabie 
from their astringent stij^ic tast^, and the yellow kind of ochre 
\t herewith the canals or conduits through which they pass, are 
iioed ; as also the basins or reservoirs thai contain them, and 
the parts about the spring head whero they overflow. If this 
kind of opbre be collected, washed and dried, and well roasted 
over a strong Are, it will be found of an irony nature, by rea« 
dily answering to the loadstone ; and aflords also ano Jess cer- 
taio chymical mark of its being iron, by subliming with sal 
armoniac into flowers that afford a bright and perfect tincture 
of iron. Other concurring marks of this chalybeate nature arc 
likewise afforded by the purple colour, or inky blackness, t 
^hichtltey make with powdered gall, the yellow colour where- 
with they stain an egg put into the spring, and the iron mold 
they cause on linen ; all which are certain characteristics of a 
fine irony rust, on the real and material existence of iron in 
those waters.' 

As the medicinal virtues of iron are .very great, the waters that 
contain it are accounted the most wholesome and eihcacious ; 
vhcnccwe cannot but observe the wisdom and goodness of (he 
creator, who has so plentifully supplied all countries with thenu 
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ddoiixfur^ of salt, sulphury or other prinei|des ; for 
with g:a1is and oak leaves^ it struck a purple colour. 
It had blackened the corks on its being transported 
tb Dublin^ and being exhaled to a dryness^ afforded 
about the proportion of a grain from each pint of 
Avatcr, of an ochrey coloured matter, wfcich yielded 
p^rdy to tl>e magnet ; it'sparkled^ on a red-hot iron, 
and being rubbed with sal armoniac^ emitted a 
urinous smell; an argument of a natron, combined 
with the chalybeate principles, such as occurs in the 
; Pouhon spaw, in Germany. The chief authentic 
instance of its good effects in scrofula disorders, 
'was the following : A girl, ten years old, had 
several large indurated glands under faer jaw, and 
on one side of her neck, which did not give uay to 
calomel and pnrges, nor to a course of arthiops 
mineral, with a decoction of the woods, nor to any 
external means, that both an abJe physician and 
surgeon in Cork, could think of. Whereupon, 
in May, 1748, she vrent to Macroomp, and drank 
the spaw about three months ; at the end of which 
lime, she returned perfectly cured, the 'indurated 
glands being quite dissolved ; but what seemed more 
uncommon, the places that had been healed, and 
werd reaUy hard unseemly cicatrices, broke out 
afresh, suppurated, and healed up smooth and 
well. It kept her body constaiitly open. This 
water has also been W great service in hypochon- 
driachal cases. 

] "23. On the Jands of Ardarick, on the north 
side of a brook, dividing the said lands from those 
of Castle-Treasure, 'i^ miles south-e.ast from the 
city of Cork, was lately discovered a chalybeate 
water, which readily tinges purple with galls. 
There is also a weaker chalybea.te, not far from 
Mr. Roche's house, near this place ; and a third, 
on the lands of Killard, near the bounds of the 
land called the Killeens ; tWD or three trees grow- 
ing near it, point out the place. This is two miles

' Malio^ water. The first notice of these warm Mallow 
springs is. said to hare been above sixty years ago; water, 
bat for want of a certain knowledge of their quali- 
ties, they became neglected for medicinal use > 
yet one has been much Ibbger esteemed as a ^ 
reputed holy well, dedicated to Saint Patrkk, and ' 
was formerly visited as such* The first hint of 
this water being applicable to the cure of diseases, 
was given some years since, by Dr. Rogers, of 
Cork, who^ came to Mallow to attend one Mrs. 
Wellstead, then in a very weak condition ; in par- ' 
ticniar^ she Htpi no aliment on her stoitiach, and 
was so far gone, that Ir^ recovery was despaired 
of. Upon an accidental trial, she found that the 
water of this spring was the only liquid she 
retained rn her stomach, and thereupon advised with 
the doctor as to its use ; who, being present when 
some of this water was brought fresh from the 
weU> to his surprise, observed it to be very warm ; 
whereupon, to satisfy himself, he went to the spot, 
and found this same quality of heat in a higher 
degree. The lady, with the consent of her phy- 
sjiician, persisted in drinking thjs water,, and was so 
considerably relieved, that she was soon able to go 
to Cork, where she was so mucti changed for the 
better, that the doctor scarce knew her^again. This, ' 

as I am informed, was really what gave the iirs): 
credit to the meincinal virtues of this spring, and has- 
since occasioned it to be frequented every season, 
by a considerable resort of people of fashion, both 
for health and pleasure. 

There is very little alteration by the thermometer. 
in the beat or other quality of this water, in 
difierent seasons of the year ; yet, in frosty weather,' 
and a dry season, it is sensibly warmer, being theii 
less impregnated with oth^ water. . By repeated 
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imh^ i fraud this yfBJhtr raited (Im mercury ia 
Ffthcenheii'ft thermometer to the ^gree sixty-^mne ; 
the adjoining brook sank it to fifty. Dr. Rutty

Two gallons pf Ibid water bein^ evaporated^in a 
well glazed pan, soon after it was takea fro^ the

Soft watrps serve, best for drcssini^ the bones of animals, re- 
ducing them into a jelly, &e. and for dressin|( fish ; the softer 
anU fatter, kinds serve better to wash and bleach linen, thaa 
nuchas arc hard and ponderous; and the softer water v&y the 
better bread made with it will rise^ Gardeners observe, that 
such waters are fittest for the i^rowth and nourishment of vege- 
tebles. Masons, makers of terrace and plaster of Paris and 
stucco, ^fid hard waters til test for their purpose, and can scarce 
\rork. with such as are soft, so as to give their matter its due 
strength and firmness, Chymists find a great ditference in waters ; 
tifosc of rain being best suited to wash and* ^olcorate their 

..►-.... "... -majis- 
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maiy ftai^ in the rock aboVe it^ some hollow cavern 
for its natural receptacle, where it receives its im- 
pregnation, and from which the spring is conti- 
nually supplied. A few yards more west is anojlher 
spring, which is neither warm, or affords any other 
appearance than that of good fountain w^er. But 
tbere is a third spring a little to the east, which 
is warm; and of the same nature as the spaw ; but 
lying open and. uncovered, is never used medi* 
cinaUy. From the spaw^ issues a considerable cur- 
rent of water ; the quantity that it afifords is not easily 
calculated, but it may be coipputed to discharge . 
twenty gallons in a minute^ or 1,^00 gallons in an ^ 
hour. Around the rock and roof of an adjacent 
grotto^ are iseveral stalactical sabstaoces or stany^ 
isicles, &c. adhering to them. The soil upon the 
top of these rocks, is a thin, warm^ dry turf, or corn 
mould, lying upon limestone^ and producing eye* 
bright^ wild thyme, trichomanes, wild sage, thegera* 
niums, &c. which yidd an exceJleot pasture .for 
animals, whose milk is often necessary for the cure . 
of maiiy chronical distempers. 

The air of Mallow is accounted very wholesome ; 
the Blqtek-water running briskly through the vale 
on the south of the town, frees it from alL noxious 
and stagnating vapours. On which side, it is 
defended by high liills ; but to the. north is more 
open, which makes the air thin and pure. 

The virtues of this water seem to be, to cleanse 
the stomach and primae vias (7), to correct the

When 
it gels into the vessels, it diffuses itself through (be 
whole habit, corrects the acrimony of the flaids, 
divides their cohesions, carrying the master that 
furs the inside of the vessels into the circulation, to 
be discharged by insensible perspiration, of sortie 
other convenient outlet. Prom these ideas of itt 
virtues, it is easy to apprehend how it may be of 
service in obstinate gonorrbosas^ fluor a}bus, loss 
of appetite, diabetes, emaciated constitutions after 
long fevers, ulcers in the bladder, disorders in (he 
urinary pi^ssages, some cholics, dropsiea in partis 
cular stages, cancers^ strumea, scorbutic and^nta' 
neons eruptions, and most disorders which imply 
pbstructioiis of the vessels. Warm 

slate of tbo blood and juices in emaciated aod thia habits, there 
is not a Safer remedy iii this coUnL/ than the Mallow waters. 
Tbey arc 8t]ite4 to.afl hectical and feverish eom^ptaiiib, sit on 
th& stODftacb when scarce any other ^ehidle tvill^ hatebecaof 
service in all, tendencies to a consumption ^fron infi^msd or 
veak lungs, and are of use to abate the heat occasioned by 
inatter breeding or bred in any part of the body. 

From (he various virtues and effects that minei'al waters hire 
0ti the human body, it should seem that nature has dooe for 
VS, in a great measure, ail that physicians aim at in their dis. 
pensatories^ and collections of receipts, viz. supplted mankind 
"irith a set of easy, serviceable, and cheap remedies, ready pr6. 
pared to our hands, in such a manner as the present pharmacy 
jdoes not rival ; and the further this inquiry into mineral waters 
fs pursued, the mor^,%ntentioBS i^e plainly $nd are answcredt 
Vid, Shaw on floffmail. ^ 

' To enable persons unacquainted with these matters, to make 
proper inquiries into the mineral waters, the readeris referred 
t^ Dr. Shaw's articles of enquit y, prefixed to his accouot of 
ihe Scarborongh spaw, where he will be fnll^ SiUisficd w1k|^ 
^(^od to prosecute on this he»d; 
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Warm baths (8) beings of great service in the 
cure of various complaints^ 1 wonder they have 
not erected a convenience far bathing at Mallow, as 
they have two warm springs. These kind pf waters 
have a quite different effect from artificial baths ; 
for "they do not, like theiti, weaken and relax the 
fibres of the body; but rather, by reason of the 
earthly and astringent matter they contain, bind up 
the parts, strengthen those that are weak, close up 
the pores, and ihu^ produce a contrary effect from 
warm artificial baths.

the harbour pf Yoiighal, to the river of Kinmair, 
about thirty-seven leagues. 

lUgh The principal high lands noticed by mariners 

laods. Qi^ (j^is coast, are those of Cappoquin, or the raoun- | 
tains of Knock-mele-down/ already roentioired in - 
my hydrographical description of Waterford (1). 
Having finished my account of the coast of that j 
county, at the harbdur of Yougha), I shall proceed 
from thence westerly, to describe tlje sea coast o( 
tliis county. * ' 

Youghal. Youghal harbour is, from the east point, to (he 
opposite west shore, about two miles over, which 
is the extent of th6 bar, formilsg an arch of hard 
sand, the hollow whereof is to the town, the west 
end of which is at Ctey-castle, and the other at 
the east point; this last side, i^hips commonly keep, 
because of some rocks a little without the bar, on 
. the west shore, culled the liarrels. The middle of 
the bar has about five feet at low water, oft the 
cast shore near seven, and the sai^ie on the west, 
so that no laden ship can pass it till the flood is 
considerably made. Without the bar and east' 
point, there is good, anchoring ground, wind at i 
w^t-north-'west, ^here ships may iirait for tiie flood, 
arid cast ahchorMri six fathom vtater; within the j 
bi^r, at low* water, there are two, three, anclfour j 
fathom wat^r opposite to the town* At spring |

Aboat three' leagues south of the town, ontheRing^ 
west side of Ih^ harbour, is Ring-point, which atP^^°^* 
a raife*8 dtetafice, has a small island, called Cable- 
Island, lying to the east, under which is good an-^ 
choring, the wind at weat-south-west^ aiid within 
Ring*point, if the wind be westerfy. This point; 
with Ardafore*head, four leagues east, forms ^ ca- 
pacious bay, in which theire is good fishing groutid> 
from five to twelve fathom water.

To run in with the Oldhead, br harbour <rf 
Kinsale, five or six leagues off, north- north-west, it 
appears with a remarkable white cliff a little i6 the 
eastward of the head^ and is very useful both for 
knowing the lai^, and finding the harbour'^ mouthy 
which is ab^t three miles to tb^ east of the head. 
Lnffing up close, with the wind westerly, you will- 
see Charles-fort open, going into' the harbour. The^ 
whole is good atichoring ground.

This bay is dangerous and sandy ; at low watcr^ 
tJiere are not above four or five f^et in the cb^Q- 
nel/ which runs in between Carigin$e.n and the 
island pf Inchidony. . Most ships thiCt ^re embayed 
here, and are obliged to go in^ wait for the tide 
at Dony-cove, on. the west ^ide of the bay, which 
is ^ tolerable road for south-vrestj. or north-west 
" winds.

Two kagUes west of the Gali^y-head/ is Glan- Glandore 
dore liarbour; between which and Ross, tbe coast 
continues high and bdd, with only two small coves;

Cow-cove. * . The eastern point of.Glaridore is called 
Ringreney, and the V^^est point CarrignUy ; between 
both h a small islai^d, named Adam's-lsle ; and 
beyond it another, caHed Hardle-IsJe, within which' 
mns a ledge of rocks from the east shore, caJled the 
Dangers; In the channel, which runs by the west 
side of the island, there are from thirtv to fourteen

The Hake has it covered with a red cajneous sub- 
stance, which is probably musculous flesh; in others, It is 
forked at the lop, and hath a muscle affixed to each horn ; t^c 
musculous force need not be gres^t, being assisted by the water 
as the fish descends, the pressure of the water being much 
greater at the bottpm th^n the top. The power also of dilating 
the abdomen by the muscles, assist those fishes to rise, whose 
iiii^ural place is towards the bottom, and the air compressed in 
/ t^c bladder dilating itself as the £sh ascends,^ facilitates that 
action of the muscles ; but those fishes that descend by con- 
tractipg the bladder, letting the contracting muscle cease to 
act, will rise again of their oytn accord, the air within it dilat. 
ing itself, as we see in glass bubbles by compressing of the air 
in them descending, which, as soon as the forcb is removed, 
ascend without, more ado. Besicles the flat fish mcntionetfi ail 
the rartilagineous kind, as well flat as long, want swimming 
bladders : what course they use to ascend and descend in the 
water, is uncertain. Many of the eel kind have swimming 
bladders, jct they can hardly raise themselves in the wateo by 
^ reason of the length and weight of their tails, the air bladder 

hcin<j near^ their head^i only^ assists them to raise^tbeir heads 
and forepart of the body.

Fish {Tre retQarleablj dt^erent from all. other animals in many 
particulars; the most considerable difference is their want, of 
iuQgs, and th»r not breathing ; and yet it is necessary that 
something should supply this in fiihes^ Which may have the sam6 
effect upon their bloods as the air has upon ours, by enterjnrg 
into our Jiings ; that is to say> to divjde and dissolve it, and 
render it fit for ciccttlatiofi* The/'e Is no part in fish more pro* 
per to produce this rfi'cct than the Bronchix, that lie like so 
many leaves upon each t>ther under the gills ; for they receive 
the water m by the mouth, and return it by the^lls ; or 
receiving it ia by the gills, they throw it out by the mouth* 

Hence it is agreed by all, that water, contains soniethiof 
that produces this effect^ and this seems most probably to be 
air; and that there is air in all water cannot be doubted, after 
this exfreriqicnt of M. Marole ;— He set a vessel of water over 
the fire^ to drivo^out the air from it; this wat^r ho put int<» 
the air pump, to ettract the remaining air ; and, after that^ 
filled a phial with it, Within two or^threo fingers of the topi^ 
which space, he left oqly full of air, and stopped the.phial well ; 
and by shaking it, the water imbibed the air, so as to rise and 
qtCitQ fill the phial. But v^e need not wonder that fish cannot 
Jive in the open air, their blood is naturally le^ hot than ours^ 
80 that the natural heat of ours would be a fever to thum and 
mortal ; for the nitre of the pure air is in top grca^ a quantitj 
and too subtile, so that it dissolves their blood too much, ^nd 
makes it fiuid ; whereas the nitre in the water is more gross^ 
or ]t$s in proportion, whence Itgiv^s their blood only a fiuiditj , 

requisite to keep it in its natural state. 'To prove that it is in 
. the BroncShias that this division is' performed, we need onl^ 
observe their extraordinary redness above any other part of the 
body, a prOof that the blood is there more divided. Fish are also ' 
found t6 die in Water frozen over, which happens plainly from 
the cdmmiinication with the outward air b^'ing hindered by the 
ice. The heart of fish dii'ers from other^animals, in its having 
hut one ventricle, for it has only the Vena Cava and Aorta that 
ppen into it; so that by the Aorta the blood comes out of the 
^^rt, which is branched into a thousand capillaries over the 
Broachias, and is after reunited under the baisisof tbe Cranium; 
and because 'the blood when, once there, is in no need of being 
farced higher upwards, they have no occasion of a second voiu 
tricle for that purpt>sls, as land animals have ; the reujrion of 
the capillaries of the Bronchiae being made, they, form two 
Jarge trunks; of tvhich one proceeds tovvards the head, and tho . 
6thfir towards the lower parU* Their

'use. Fish have usually many pancreas^ so that in some there 
have been told forty. four ; they hate (lidnejs, bladder, &c.

'{perpendicular on the Tertebrae ; it hinders the salts that exhale 
from the intestines frdth coming to the heart, which might 
"cause some alteration (here; ^-thoy hare the ovary near the 
yertebrae of the loins; the egas come forih*at a .pasii^ebeioir 
ihe anus ; -and the male hath the ^ike Ductus or hole, by whick 
they impregnate the eggs of (he ftmalr, vhlch he sometifflcs

are yrery risible by their shining bright in the water) seen to run 
about in great confusloB, eren at the roice of the hewer, whea 
they were quiet before ; and thunder drires thcpa to sea. 

Pilchards* arc taken, either by day or night, but mostly in 
the day, by the.means of hewers phiced oh the adjacent high 
grounds abare the bays. The*ncts are from 100 to 1|0 fathom 
long, and from six to nine fathom deep ; the net being 
shot or dropt into the soa, they surround the fish, having two 
boats to attend them, one of which is called the. seine boat^ 
and the other the follower* The Pilchards being thus enclosed 
between .the tw9 boats, by drawing both ends of the Ufit oj{ 
poles together, they begin to haul up the net by the foot rope,, 
whidi draws or purses up the net, i^ud brings the bottom and 
top of it together; this is called tucking the net. Thon, by the 
means of oval bas.kets, which they call maons,.tbey empty the 
net of the fish into U^eir boats. The fish arc. brought out of the 
boats in large baskets, and laid in the fish-houso (which they 
call a palace) in the following manner :•— They first cover tho 
pavement mik salt, which is made so as to have a fall to let 
the pickle run off; then they lay the fish, wilh the heads all 
outwards on the ground, and strewing salt between every layer^ 
they raise the bulk between two and three feet high, or 
higher^ if pinched for room« Thus they remain for lwenty.» 
one day9, if in the summer, and fifteen or sixteen, if in the 
winter ; then they take them and shake ofif the salt, and waj>l^ 
them at least twice (if possible) in fresh water, until they are 
perfectly clean ; after this, they are brought to the yard where 
the presses are, and baring filled them in casks, in which ihejr 
are closely packed, having holes in them to let 4>ut the water, 
bloody and oil> they are thus pressed ^ those casks are ail placed

Toyrards the last y^ars of this fishery, ihe coast was fre-

them by. When the Lobster is first taken out of 
the water, they are of a fine mazarine blue ; but' as 
they dry they tui^n black, which, upon boiling, 
changeth to a vermiUion red. The large old Lob- 
sters do not change colour upon boiling, but retain 
their black cdour.

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CHAP. VI. 

A Catalogue of the Birds observed in this Couftttf* ^ 

JLiANp fowls are divided into such as have 
^rooked beaks and talons^ and such as baye more 
straight bills and claws. The former of which 
pre^ firsts carnivorous and rapacious^ called birds 
of prey; and these again are either diurnal or 
nocturnal (1). - 

§ 1. Of diurnal birds of prey, 

1. Halimetus seu Aquila marina^ Nisus veterum, ' 
The Sea £agle or Osprey. The right honourable 
ijne lord Kinsale had an Eagle of this species, taken 
near th^ Old-head of Kinsale^ which measured sevea 
feet from tip to tip of the wings. They are common 
p\x the clifis of the sea shores. 

Hawks 

(1) The characteristic notei of rapacious birds in general, 
are those :— To ha ^e a great head, a short neck, hooked, strong, 
and sharp pointed beaks and. talons, fitted for tearing fle^h ; 
filtrong thighs^ a broad> thick* fleshy tongue, like a man's ; twelve 
feathers in their train, and tii^enty-four in each wing ; the blinU 
guts yery short, a membraneous stomach, but no e^izzard, sharp, 
{lighted, solitary ; fox Aristotle says, TctfA^wix,^ii$h KyeXciioy, 
he, no i)irds,f>f prey ^re gregarious ; they arc deeper feathered 
ihan other birds, longer lived, and endure hunger a longer 
time. The female^ are much larger than the males, stronger 
and finer feathered ; the basis of the beaks are covered with a 
naked skin or membrane, called, by falconers, the sear, which 
1^ only peciiliar to rapacious birds that prey by day. Some 
affirm, the Eagle never changes her nest ; Ihat she never feeds oti 
carrion or carcasses, but upon such flesh of animals as she kills 
herself ; that no bird of prey ever drinks, for the blood of the 
animals they kill afi'ord them, liquor sufficient to concoct their 
food. They have very thick hard bones, particularly the Eagle, 
In which is very little marrow. Vid. Aldrovand, Ornithoiog. 
vhere many other curious particulars may be found on this 
head, several of which seem fabulous. 

- Beside carnivorous rapacious fowls, there is another speqies, 
vhich have also erooked beaks, viz. those of the Parrot Jcind^ 
oalled frugivorous ; but not> being natives of Irelafid, are nut . 
inentioned in this chapter* 
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Hawks are divided into long and short-winged ; 
of the former, we have these following : 

2. Buteo. The common Buzzard or Puttock. 
Pliny and Aldrovandus mention this bird to Jiave 
three testicles, but the moderns have only fotind 
two. 

3 ' Milv\is oaqa4 forcipatS. The Kite 6r Glead^ 
These birds are so comttion, that they need nd 
particular description.* They who desire it, may 
consult Mr. Willoughby's Ornithologia, f^. 74. The 
Kite is distinguished from all other* birds of prey; 
by its forked tail. It is a bird of passage, shifting 
'from one place to another, according to the seasons 
of the year, as Bellonius remarks ; but, with us, it 
remains all the year. 

4. Palco Gentilis; Willough. p. 46. 'The P^lcoit 
Gentle. ' This bird is something les§ than another 
species, called the Peregrine Falcon, There are 
fiyries of these and other kirtds of Falcons near 
the Old-head of Kinsale, in Coolum cliffs of 
Court- Mac- Sherry bay, and many other parts of 
the coast. 

5. Subbuteo, Aldrovand. The Hobby. 

It is distinguished from all others of th6 Hawk 
kind, by having the chin and upper part of the 
throat whitish, with a faint yellow; from tbia while, 
on each side of the head, ru0 two dark lines, ending 
in a point, one from the aperttire of the mouth, 
the other from the hinder part of the head. It is 
said to be a bird of passage; it breeds on the sea 
coast; its game is mostly Larks (S). The English 
name is taken from the French word Hobreau.

(2) For catching Larks the Hobby is let fly* and soars in the 
air above th'em ; lb« Ljirks, spying their mortal en9my« lie fiat 
on tlve ground) and so are easily takea in nets drawn over tbem. 
This sport is called daring of Larks* To catch these Ilairkii, 
the fow.ler» take a Lark, and iiavingc bUnded heri and fastened

they see the llobbyt which striking at the Larky is eataoglcd

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Of Short-winged Hawks. 

6. Accipiter Palurabarius^ WHIougti. p. 51. TThe 
Goshawk. 

The wings, when closed, faU short of the end of 
*he train, \. e. the tail, by which note alone, and by 
it« large size, it is distinguished from all other 
Hawks, The train is of a dun colour, with black 
bars, placed at a distance from each oth<&r. It preys 
upon Partridge, Pheasants, Geese, Cranes, and 
fiometimes on Rabbits. 

7. Accipitor Pring'illarius seu Nisus retentibrum. 
Will. TheSparrow-Hawk. 

This bird is so well known, that a partlculaif 
description of it would be supejfluous. Its food is 
only upon birds; it is very bold and <iourageou8^ 
and frequently trained, for hawking. Bellonius has 
given ft very curious description of an ingenious 
manner of catching Sparrow-Hawks, near Constan- 
tinople, for which, being jpretty long, I must refer

and nostrils, is a reddish hrowa ^pot, which is 
continued on each side, and terminates- on the neck, 
of a whitish colour.

It is half as big again as a Partridge, and has a 
fine scarlet coloured .skin above each eye, formed 
like a crescent. The cock has a lai^e white spot 
on each side, and is much redder than the hen, 
which is paler and variegated with white. They 
are frequent on our highest mountains, and seldom 
quit the tops. They feed on heath. Their flesh

Among all the variety of tame Pigeons, these followijig are ^ 
most remarkable. 1. Cro^ppers, so called because they can and ^ 
usually do, by attracting the air, blow up their ^rops to that 
strange bi^ness^ that they exceed the bulk of the whole body 
besides. 2. Fan-tailed, ^or as Willoughby calls them) Broad- 
tailed Shakers ; they commonly hold their tails erect like a 
Turkey-cock and area beautiful species. Carriers ; the nature 
of them is such, that, though carried far away, they will speedily 
return thither^ where either tjiemseltes were brought up, or 
where they' had hatched their young. In the Turkish empire, 
they use them to carry letters, as they were anciently by Hir» 
tius and Brutus, in the siege of Modena.

Of these there are many other kinds, as the 
Rallus Aquaticus of Aldrovandus, or the Ortygo- 
inetra of Bellonius, i.e. the Water- Rail, &c.

Metliinks» we^ 
cannot be too solicitous- to a/levi^te thei? cares, ^nd, if possi^ 
ble, to add to the few comforts they enjoy ; for such a work is 
the most gloriaus a man is capable of, as it is, in some measure, 
dpiog that of providence. Tar and turpentine are also the 
products of these trees ; the former has of late obtained a place 
araoog the best, pf qiediclnes, ' and its virtues have blen cele- 
brated by an essay that surpasses every thing th^t has beei| 
WQte upon any medicine yet discovered*

I shall iiienlion but one instance of this, v'lirMht 
discoverer <>f copper mineSj not cnenlioned in Bell's 
Natural History oS Ireland, of no smaH p^^esent 
advantage to the proprietora. 

But besides this and other ores, the. bowebDf 
the earth afford many more materials o£ ^reat ifse 
^r the improvement of husbandry; trade, and 
manufactures^ the employment of our idle hands, 
and rescjiigi^ ^ moltitudef from thievery and 
b^gg^ry . To |)oint put some of these, is the desij^ 
of thfs chapter ; and though the first essays of litis 
aort may be' rude and imperfect, I humMyappre^ 
hend, that if the same inquiries wene dAly prose- 
cuted in other countfes, divers unheard of usefat 
inaterials, for (he parposes above-mentioned, vvo»l4 
be discovered ; silch as might prove new^aisurces of 
industry and; rijcbes, and the noble designs of' the 
Dublin Society, (the good effects of vrhose labours 
ftv^e no less sensibly felt, than universally acknow- 
ledged and ap|>Iauded,) be assisted and promoted, 
to tpe advancement of the cre€lit> nches, and gran- 
deur of the nation*

The next soil 1 shall mention, is that on the north 
parts of this county, bounding LimeHdk, viz. tri the 
baronies of Duballow;, Orreryv and F^rmoy', which 
is a pondciroiis, heavy, stiff, brown earth, and ciits 
but disagreeably with the plough* In dry seasons^ 
it breaks u^ in large masses, and in wet seasons/ 
adheres .ta. the p]ough*share ; when dry, U is of a 
deep brown, and very heavy ; it is accounted a 
tdeffable rich hind. Mr. Hill names it Gloiomiclhes 
luteofttsca poaderosa. 

In West.Carbery, Bear, and Bantry, the earth 
ts naturally dry and barren, cuts easily with the 
plough, aiMi unless there has been much Wet be-» 
fore, commonly falls off from the share in very 
small lumps, or a loose' powder, and when dry» 
it is. not easy to preserve it in a lump* Eiiamined 
by the i^ieroscop^, it appears partly sandyj partly 
stony, biding a congeries of hard partitles, held 
togetiK^r by a small 4)imntity cS a pale, brown, 
spungy earth. It requires much dung to make it 
bea:r'<;drh. This is that s]>ecies calkd by Mr. 
Hill (3); Thruptomicthes ftiscft, friabilis. His 
gre^iisb browQ earth, which he names Gioiomic* 
thes grizeo-fusca tenax, is theaoil of most of our 
limeeiiMie vales, in Barry more, about Ckstle-LyOns, 
Hear Middletowa, Donerail6, MaUo^, &c.

U is of a greyish white ; of a coarse, . spungy^ 
porous texture, yet very bard and heavy ; the co- 
lour somewhat varies to a brownish, yellovrishj 
and sometimes a black; but these mak^ no distinct 
species, ^s they all often appear inx)ne piece of half 
a pound weight, as Mr< Hill remarks ; it burns to a 
pale reddish lime. 

Another specijes of Sympexium, of a dark grey 
colour, and hard texture, is found in the bay of 
Bantry, where quantities of it are burnt into lime, 
^useful in manure and mortar, but of a yellow ^ast. 
Before the discovery of this stone, they sent round 
to Kinmair river for limestone, "by water carriage. 
Great quantities of it are found on Bantry strand^ 
which lie in one uniform mass, with a grit; but on 
quarrying up the stones,' the lime-buraers separate 
them w4th an hammer. 

Sympexium di]rius,fusco-c8eruIeum,heb€S. Brown- 
ish, blue, hard Sympexium of Hill, [i. 464. See its

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description in that antlior. This is the kind tnostiy 
^used near Cork for lime, from whence thtre^s a vein 
runninj^ on the south side of the river, several miles* 
throngh the barony of M askery, where great quan- 
tities of it are reduced into lime. 

Sympcxium heT)es, pallide rubens. Dull; pale, 
red Sympexium of HiJI, p. 455 where it is well 
described. It abounds near M iddletown; where 
it is burned into lime. 

' \Sympexium durius, higmm jiebcs. Hard^ black, 
dull Sympexium of Hill, p. 456. 

It is a very fine and elegant stone, of a firm 
close texture, sinooth surface, and of a very great 
hardness; it is considerably heavy, in most parts 
destitdte of splendor, but if ver| nearly "viewed, 
is found to have some ishining specks in a few places. 
It dpproaches greatly in ifs texture to black marf)le, 
ferments violently with acids, and burns to a fine 
blueish white. It is found in plenty near the Black- 
water ; also near Church-town, between thiit and 
Ltscairoll, where it is not only burned iAto liri^, but 
alsb 'great quantities of it are broken small to gravel 
the i'oads* 

§ 6. Stegania or slates. 

1. Steganium snbcaeruleum. Common blue slc- 
ganium of Hill, p. 458.- It is very well knQwn, 
being a valuable stone; it is of a fine smooth tex- 
ture, and glossy surface, moderately heavy,- and of 
a* pale greyii^h blue^ composed' of a multitude of 
even plates, laid close 'upon each other, slnd easily 
splitting at. the comtnissures of them. Water does 
fiot pel'vade'its .substance; Jt is too soft (o strike 
fire with steel; itbiirns'to a diisky brown, but is 
apt to crack and fly in pieces in the fire. Tliw 
5s had fn plenlyiin many parts of this county, par- 
''ticularly in C^roery; near Kinsale, on the Bandoft 
river, there are many qnarries of it ; one kind I 
observed at lord Kinsale's (though of the usual 
blue colour^ when first used for slating) turned, in

of rusty ^fflorescense from the slate, which sort ia 
not esteemed, as it mioulders in a few years ; there 
are quarries, of it at Clogbnakilty, whence, as als^ 
from Kinsale, they send it to Cork by sea, being a 
light and durable tile for .covering houses ; it is also 
found at Kildorrery, near;Dooeraile. ' r: .

'Was fouud near the brown ochre above described. 
No. ]. and gfeat quantities of it m^y be iT\et with in . 
the island of Whiddy, in Bantry bay. The pfesent 
speqimen was one pf the mildest sorts pf Irish sljites 
we meet with, being only «of an austere and subacid 
taste ; whereas, what 4s commonly sold in the shpps^ 
possesses these qualities in a much higher degree* 
From this,. however, TDv^ Rutty affirms, he obtained 
fair groen crystals of copperas ; and, indeed> all 
other stones that pass undjer this' denomii^tioo, are 
found to exhibit undoubted tokens of a martis^l 
vitriol, as appeared by the result of an examination 
of several of them, commuojcated to the Phy^eo* 
Historical Society. 1 shall not take upon me to 
deny, that it may also contain alum, but this must 
be determined by other enquiries.

from whence 1 have seen a specimen ivith a golct 
vein interspersed^ like the Egyptian marble. 

Marmor albo purpureum^ variegatum. Pvrple 
and white variegated marble of HiH^ p. 47S» 

1r most, of ours, the purple makes the ground; 
and the veins or spots are white ; it is also more or 
less variegated with large blotches of other matter^ 
some of a pale Jrcd^ oihers of a pale brown, and 
some yellowish. The white part of the marble is 
the hardest; whitest/ and mcfst pellucid; the pale 
red follows next after this^ in those qualities ; Uia 
]>arpie is much inferior totbat^ and the browntsli 
and yellowish are very earthy and almost opake. It 
will not strike fire with steel, ferments violently 
with aqua-fortis, and burns to a. mixt white, wrtih 
some greyish and reddish veins. This i& the most 
common marble in Italy ; from whence it is brought 
to Engliind in great quantities^ and is used in ta« 
bles, ehimney-pieces, ^nd other ornamental worki^ ^ 
But we have, a sufficient quantity of it, in manjr 
parts of this county, to supply any demand, viz. 
at Church-town above-mentioned, near Mitchel's* 
town, in the Little- Island, in Cork harbour ; and 
there is also a deeper coloured kind^ but softer^ 
near Middletown. 

Marmor variegatum, albo caeruleum. Blpe ^nd 
white varie^ted marble of Hill, p. 475# 

This is afso to be found near Church-tovvti^ with 
which, and a black kind i^bove*mentione4, the 
chancel of the parish ctijurch is floored. Mr. Hill 
informs us, that they import great quantities of it

were lodged in the niarble' emipty, i|t|d id their own nsUite 
state, for the cavities of the porous and shells are regularly filled

. Marmor cinereum. Ash-coloured marble. It 
dloes. not agree with any df Mr Hill's marbles. : It 
M aiine^ even^ sind smooth marble^vof a firm tex* 
tore; glossy, but not glittering, it will not strike 
^re .with steel; it.f^erments with aqua-fortis, and 
burns white, with a mixture of grey. It is found 
vn the lands of Carigaline, five miles south of 
£!ork, on the estate of Alderman Atkins. This, 
end several other specimens of marbles discovered 
in this county, were to be seen at Mr. Sii^clair's 
york-yardj in Broad-iane, Cork. - 

Marmor cinereum venis & maculis albis varie- 
gatum. An ash-coloured or grey marble, varie- 

/ gated with white spots or veins- not described by 
jVIr. Hill. It is smooth^ even, heavy, of a compact 
texture, and tak^s a good polish. This quarry 
is on the lands of Castleniary, the estate of Robert 
Longfield, esq. It was worked by the above Mr. 
Sinclair, who has sold considerable quantities of 
it. in Dublin. It ferments wijtb aqua-fortis^ and 
burns to a yellowish white. . * 

. Marmor griseumjnaculis parvis variegatum. A 
grey marble, variegated with small spots, not de- 
scribed by Mr. Hill, unless it be his Marmor ci- 
tiereum, maculis p'rfrvij^ nij^is variegatum. Quod 
Tephria & Ophites cinereus antiquorum, p. 486. 
Ash-coloured mailjilp with -small black spots; the 

' fXepbria and grey serpentine of, the ancients; his. 
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as well as ours/ is of an ash-coloured grey ; l)tit 
whereas his was variegateJ with bl^ck spots, ours is 
only with a darker coloured spot, witli^a white speck, 
and looks somewhat like shagreen. .It takes a niost 
resplendent polish, and is very beautiful in chim- 
nies^, tables, and other ornamental \ works. The 
specimen I transmitted to Dublin, was found on 
Mr. Welstead's estate, four mil^s west of Mallow, 
where it may be raised in large blocks. 

Marmor griseum. A grey or dove^coloured 
«iaible, found at Carigaline, eight miles from Cork ; 
it fakes a fine polish. > . 

Marmor varies^atum albo cseruleura. Blue and 
white \^ar legated marble, differijig froni a former 
one'so called ; it is an heavy stone, not of so smooth 
a texture as the former so named, nor will it receive' 
so fine a polish ; yet 1 have sefen of it at Castle- 
martyr, finely veined like agate; it is used for 
tables, tomb-stones, &c. 

Marmor pallide fuscum venis albidis variega- 
turn. Pale brown marble, variegated with white 
Veins ; 4his is a moderately fine compact marble, . 
but very different in the same piece, some parts 
being of a pal^ brown, like a mixture of white lead; 
with a little umber ; other parts of a mottle^d dove 
colo^ur,' having sometimes light veins, and^ in other 
parts, darker shadings. It ferments with aqua^ 
fortis, and burns to an excellent lime. There. are 
fine quarrresi of this kind at Kilcrea, eight miles, 
westof Cork ,• it may be seen polished in the stone- 
cutters yards, where there are scarceany two blocks 
of it variegated the same way ; it takes a fine polish; 
and is well known by the name of Kilcrea marble. 
Great quantities of it are burned for lime near 
that place. > ' 

All our •Vnarbles in this coutity are of the viart- 
egated kind, of which we have a great variety ; and 
I have not heard of any that we liave of one single 
colour only. 

To 
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To these 1 shall add a ivhke kind ef pebble; fMnd 
very plentifully on the strand near lord Kin&aVs 
house, which 1 take to be the Hoinocbroum albicans 
of Mr. Hill,^p. 508. These pebbles are of great 
use in glass works.

Having finished my account of some of the most 
remarkable limestones and marbles of- this county, 
I shall subjoin to them certain other substances, 
ivhfch agree to those in the common quaHty of 
being reducible to lime, but with a less degree 
of fire. 

How beneficial a situation near limestone proves 
(o the hnsbandman and good economist, is ^ well 
known; some parts of this county, particularly 
mentioned in the topography, are amply provided 
with this material, whilst other large tracts are 
quite destitute of it, as are all our grit and red- 
stone soils, and iroii-land, pointed out in the second 
book of this work. In some of these places, other 
proper substitutes for limestone might be found, by 
diligent enquiry ; and here I beg leave to observe, 
that the philosopher may become of great use to the 
bttsbandman ; whilst surveying the works of Qature 
hy analogy, he justly infers a similarity in^ sub- 
stances, that commonly pass under different names, 
and tlius enlarges the number of materials proper 
for the same use ; v. g. for making lime and 
inanures, and by reasoning upon the different 
matures of their constituent parts, lays a foundation 
/or a^ rational application of each manure to its 
respective soiL 

Thus, .cockle and oyster-shells supply the place 
of limestone in some counties ; and the late rev. 
■Dr. King, archbishop of Dublin, has given us a 
' curious dissertation on this bead, in the Philosopbi- 
/tal Transactions.^ Thus, the sparry and other bodies

Though Iidare iiot absolutely affirm, that any one 
^ genuine copper ore in Ibis county, has yet come to 
fny knowledge, it is bi]jMy probable that we are not 
without it. And this is an article of siich jpiport- 
ance to the enriching of a country, that it \vere well . 
worth while to. , search for it. That 'most of the 
tqareasitea. above described, do contain copper; is 
certain; and that at Skea^h; near Clo'gbn«ki|ty; 
from -the experitrtents' redt^d^ seems to encourage 
further enquiry. 

In several promonjtories on the coast, there are 
efflopescenees of a cofiper ore, as also symptoms of ' 
lead, to be evidently traced among these cliSs i but 
whether or not worth the working, is left to.the .

one's fioger, thin and soattei^ingly ; ; it hid a stro«^ 
ill; spent, 8P9iiewli^t like that of cfaarcb-y^rds and 
gf^jLves ; and there were mopt of that o^ason yery^ 
^tipking fpgS:, some sedivie^t ol whicb the bishop 
thought might pQssil% have, occasioned thU stipk- 
ing dew ; it was not kept long, nor did» it hm^ 
worms or other inserts; yet the country people^ 
who b^ scald or sore heads, rubbed tbei» witb 
tbis aubstanee, 4^nd said it healed them. 

In the sumnier of J748, a sbofrer fell in and 
about the town of Doneraile, of a yellowish subr ' 
stance^ resembling brimstone, and had (as 1 was 
informed by those whp Maw it) a sulphurons smell ; 
it lay but thin on the ground, and soon dissolved ; 
thip is all the account I could procure of tjH^ pbsa- 
nomenon from thpse who topk siotiee of it. 

The following odd effects pf lightning may be^lffectsof 
worth fnentioning : A ship riding in the hay of '^^^"^*'**' 
Bantry, about thirty-four years ago, had her masts ^ 
$pUt in a strap^e manoe^ by a flash of lightning, 
part of them being twisted like a rope^ whilst Qikir 
parts were burned to a cinder, and the hulk .was 
burst asunder by the int^nal pressuve of tiie ak 
against the sides of the vessel, the external air being 
greaily rarified. At another time, a small ship of - 
war riding ia the same bay, had ker masts shattoKsd 
in the like manner ; and the crew of another vessel 
bad their bodies nmrked with stars, 'hhe die cracks 
in a glass bottle ; all these effects ^happened in 
winter, at which time there were strong gales qi 
westerly winds.

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In the parish of KiIino(<Kia, in East Carbery, on 
the 27th of January, 1746-7, one Robert Barry, a 
labouring man, being in bed with his wife and two 
children in a close room, the door, Wbith was oppo^ 
ftite to a chimney in an outer roonr, being shut, ^ 
flash of lightning broke down some part of the top 
of the chimney, and split the chamber door, forcing 
one half of it into the room where the people by. 
'The man bad^his breast burned, and a small streak 
from his shoulder to his stomach ; the woman had 
ihe side of her face on which she lay, very much 
lasted and swelled ; the daughter had her hair 
burned close to her temples, and the boy was 
scorched on the back' of his neck. The lightning, 
in going out, made an hole behind the fire-place, 
through the waH, which hole was larger without 
the house than within. A pig was found dead 
near the chimney. The people being fast asleep, 
did not bear the thunder, though there were very 
"^ Joud claps ; nor did they know what had happened 
to them, till the neighbours came in the next 
morning, who waked and raised them up. They 
were all well the next day, except the woman, 
wbe kept her bed ; the man said, that when he 
' wasawake, he found a stone on his breast. Another 
instance of the effects of lightning, at a place 
called Diomaleague, in this county, is mentioned, 
Vol. L p. '5577. 

After ^several weeks of tempestuous weather, and 
continual violent rain, on Monday night, being the 
9th of January, J 748-9, were seen several flashes 
of lightning, attended with fre4]^ent claps of thun- 
der, which considerably increasing, on the follow- 
ing night, a flash of lightning passed from west to 
tteaist, in a direct line through this county ; it first 
. killed some cows to the south of Cork, and, in its 
progress, struck the round tower of the cathedral 
of Cloyne, It rent the vaulted arch at the top, 

. tumbled 
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tumbled down tlie bell ftfid three lofts^ and parsing 
{perpendicularly to the internal floor, which ia about 
eighi feet higher than the outward foundation^ the 
protruded column of air, or lightning, or both toge*- 
ther, by the igneous matter bursting and expand^- 
ing, and not finding sufficient room, vented itself 
by a violent explosion, forced its way through, one 
«ide of the tower, and drove the "Stones^ which were 
admirably well joined and locked into each othef^ 
through the roof of an adjacent stable.; the door^ 
though secured by a strong iron lock, was thrown - 
above sixty, yards distant into the church*yard» and 
vbattered to pieces, which passage for the air 
gready contributed to the saving of the tower. J^ 
few pigeons that frequented the top of the steeple^ 
were scorched to death, not a i*eather of them being 
jeft unsinged. 

On Monday> June 18(h, 1748, about four qf 
the clock in the afternoon, happened the most vior 
lent atorm of hail that was known in the memory 
of man, attended with lightning and thunder, 
which held above a quarter of an hour; several 
hail*8tones measured five iii^chea square, and others 
had five or six forks on the main body^ of aa 
inch long each, which broke several windows, 
and did other considerable damage$ in and about 
Cork. 

i shall conclude this chapter with some general 
observations on the state of the air and weather in 
this part of the kingdom* 

It is observable from a regular diary of the wea- 
ther, kept for several years in Cork (2), that the

tamn^ the air being; mild/ perspiration was a third 
part more than the urine, otherwis|6 not more than 
one-fifth part* In Deoember/ perspiration was a 
fifth part more than the urine; but in January, it 
was«8 five to three^. In winter, when the spirit in 
the thermometer stood at sixty-five, though , the 
perspiration by day, promoted by exercise, didmot ^ 
exceed sixteen ounces, yet the perspiration^ by be« 
ing nine hours in bed, hath been forty ounces^ 
and sometimes sixty ; so that vigorous exercise by 
day, is scarce a balance to the lying ten hours in 
bed in a long winter's night (4).

(4) Mr. Rye also, in the same tracts adds, tliat heat in ^e 
lummer half year^ attended with moisture, produced a sickly 
season* These two states of the air, ?iz* hot and moist, pre^ 
Tail most in the south of Ireland, and they equally diminishi 
perspiration ; then agues and fevers of that genus are moat 
fruitful, and this is confirmed by a multitude of observations. 

The highest perspiration, in summeri was ninety^three, tli# 
lowest thirty-three ounces ; these added make 196 ounces ; tho 
half 18 sixty-three onnces, and a proper medium is the sum* 
mer's perspiration. The highest perspiration, in winter, was 
9\xty ounces, and the lowest forty* two ; these added make 103{. 
the half isr fifty. one ounces, and a proper medium is the winter's 
perspiration. In June* the greatest diseharge by urine was three 
'pounds, the' least, thirty ounces, the half is thirty. nine ounces. 
In December, the highest of urine was three pound six ounces, 
the lowest^tbirty- four ounces, these added make fife pound, tho 
half forty.two'otineeS. The difference between the summer 
and winter is but five ounces in the urine ; and stools, at a me* 
dium^^roay be taken at six ounces : hence be argues, how easy 
it is to regulate the quantity and quality of the food* in this 
tract (which he terms Medicitia Statica Hibernica, or statical 
experiments, to examine and discover the insensible perspiration 
of a human body in the south of Ireland, made for one year 
and some months, printed in the year 1734) are tables of thto 
state of the air and weather, with that of the barometer and 
thermometer, kept in this county for several monthsi to whioh 
the curious are referred*

HE reader will find some account of the Danish 
Forts^ llaths and Tumuli, common in this kingdom, 
in the history of the county of Walorford, Chap. 
XX ( I ). To particularize all works of this kind, ift 
this extensive county, would take up a volume; it 
is scarce necessary to mention, fhat most of th^m 
have vaults or cavities underneath, the entrance to 
which lies on the east side ; they generally run spi- 
rally for two, three, or four turns, and terminate in a 
small square room in the centre. In the barony of 
Ibawne, at a place called Dunwordly, on an liigh 
cliff, is one of these caverns, which the force of the 
sea has worked about half way ; so that the cavity 
hangs over the precipice, anil is quite exposed. In 
rocky soils they built most of these works of stone, 
which the Irish name Caharas; a large one of this 
kind may be seen on an bill called K^nockdrummon, 
above ("astletown, and several in the rocky parish of 
J3allyvourney. They were composed of a circular 
(enclosure of huge rocks, and being erectejl in stony 
ground, seldom had cavities underneath* These 
iortifications have given nanie to many places in 

this 

t 

( 1 } From the great nnmlier of these works, it is highly pro- 
bable that many of them owe their origin to the ancient Irish, 
for it is scarce credible thd^t the Danes could have been so niu 
naerous in Ireland as to have garrisoned one half of them, many 
hundreds of them remaining within call of each other to this day. 
Possibly, the Irish had these entrenchments long before the 
Danish invasion?), or if they had not these subterraneous habita« 
tions before that'time, they might probkbly in imitation of these 
fi>reignerS| for their mutual saicty and defence, form works uf 
this kind 9 which they saw so useful to their enemies* 
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this county, which begin with the words Rath, Lis, 
and Ekin ; as Rathcormuck^ Ralhbarry^ LiscaroIU 
Lisccresig, Dnnmanway/ Dunmanus, Dundeedj'^ 
&c. all which have, or had works of this kind adja* 
cent to theno, of which having treated elsewhere, i 
shall refer the reader to the above-mentioned work ; 
and for their figures, to another tract published, 
containing some description of the antiquities of 
Louth county, where the figures of several of these 
antiquities (they being nearly the same in all parts 
of this kingdom) are delineated. 

As some people were lately digging for clay, Carcn. 
near the cathedral church of Ross Carbery, a deep 
subterraneous cavity appeared, which seemed to 
lead to some caverns that were discovered about 
thirty years before, at the west end of the town, 
which were 200 yards from the hole now opened ; 
by descending, several oval chambers were disco- 
vered, being mostly twelve feet long and six broad, 
having long narrow passages leading i(rom one to 
the other. These passages were but eighteen inches 
broad and three feet high, so that it was necessary 
to creep from cell to cell ; at one end of each 
chamber stood a broad flag-stone, resembling the 
back stone of a fire-place. The roof of each cell 
consisted of a gothic arch formed of a stiff clay, 
from the centre of which, to the ground, it was no 
more than five feet two inches high ; the walls were 
made of stone, smoothly plastered, and the whole 
lined with soot, so that fires had been made in 
them (2)^ The form of these cells will be better 
understood by the fifth figure in plate XI. where 
A A*A represents the cells, B B B the passages, 
C trC the flag-stones* Fig. 6, represents the walls 
and roof of each cavern. The

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The commdn traditioiv coneemiog theils ^is> that 
they were made by the Danes ; hot the more iolel- 
ligent Irish antiqiiarians say, they were inhabited 
by the Farbolo^es^ a people of wliom there is much 
niention in their MSS. which name signifies no 
more than a creeping man, or •ne who lived in a 
cave* They were anciently named Terrigena^, and, 
because of their living in caves, Antricolae ; hence 
also the Scythians, from whom our Irish had their 
origin, were, by the Greeks, named Getss and 
Gealae ; and of our ancient Irish^ thia verse of 
Proper ti us takes notice : ,

And that saying of Gildas : 

Proreps£re i cavcrnulis sui fasci vermicali Iberni. 

Homer's description of the (Jimm.erians^ an^wera 
very well to the inhabitants of these gloomy places : 

There in^a lonely land, and gloomy cell?. 
The dusky nation of Cimmeria dwells ; 
The sun ne*er views the uncomfortable seats^ 
When radiant he advances or retreats ; 
Unhappy race ! whom endless night invades. 
Clouds the dull air, and wraps them round in shades.

These subterraneous retreats are very numerous 
about Ross Carbery, the spil being a stiff, white clay^ 
and very proper for making these caveraa (3).

Carbery, about a mile east of KnockoHrn^on the lande 
of Lick ; it runs very far to the^west^ (but the length 
is uncertain) through a common reddish grit^ hay- 
ing, towards the entrance^ a dark blueish stone, 
which consumes in the fire, .affording a sulphurous 
smell, and leaving a.kindjof red jcincler behind, 
which is not improbably a coal cover.

The ancients had \ariou8 instruments of the 
trumpet kind, as the Tubas, Cornua^ and Littui;. 
the two last were crooked, and generally carried 
by the horse^ as were the former^ according to 
Varro, by the foot ; they were also used in sacri- 
fices^ and the Littuus was frequently used, instead 
of a crooked staff or instrument so called, with, 
which they marked out the quarters of the heavens 
to proceed in their divinations, which might bave^ 
possibly, been the use of our double trumpet.

It stands 124 feet fronr (he west , 
end of the mined church; and it is rertiarkablfey 
that the doors of most of these towers fafce the west 
eirtrdnce of the church or church-yard. I wa^ 
forhiferly of opinion, that they were built fdJr the. 
residence of anchorites; and this conjecttir* t^as 
fonnded frorti such kind of* pillars having be'^ 
erected in the eastern countries for the reception of 
motiks, who lived on the top of them, as is meri- 
tloned by Evagrius (9), in the life of St. Symeon 
the Sty lite, so called from his living in si pilfer 
forty years, as PetrUs Galesinius reports. And It 
seems probable, that our Irish Ascetrcks had* the 
models of these buildings originally from A^id, 
which th^y early visited, as appears from severSI 
lives of the Irish saiitis ; but the use to which oiir 
ancient Irish MSS. put these towers, was to impri- 
son penitents. Some of our writers have named ^ 
them Inclusoria, and Arcti Inciusorii E^gastuia, 
the prisons of a narrow enclosure. Particularly 
in the life of Dnnchad 0*Braoin, abbot of Cton- 
macnois, into which prison, it is said, be betook 
iii6i«eif, where he died in 987. The Irish name for 
a penance, is Turris, i. e. the Latin name for u 
tower, derived from penitents being imprisoned in 
tbeai. And 'iisr no less certain, that aU the Irisii 
ecclesiastical jiords are directly taken from the 
Latirt, as Temple, Aglish, Ashbeg, &c. from Tcttt- 
plum, Ecclesia, Epi^copus, &c. The MSS. add, 
that these penitents were placed on the top pf the 
tower, and having made a probation of a particular 
number of days, according to their crimes, Ihey wet*e 
admitted to descend to the next floor, and so on, 
till they came to the door, which always- faced the 
entrance of the church, where they Mood and 
received the absolution of. the clerj^Vi ^^^ blessings 
of the people, as some of our Irish MJ^S; parti* 
<;ular!y relate. In an ancient iiish MS. contain-

ment^ called Labacally, i. e* the Hog's bed. The

relate some ridiculous fables'. This monument, 
by its size, seems to be designed for some cele-* 
brated person of antiquity ; but for whom, or 
when erected, the least traces are not to be found, 
either in history, or frogfi tradition. It consists 
of aeveral broad flag-stones, supported by others, 
which are pitched in the ground.' One of these 
stones is of an enormous size, being no less thait

except that of Judesa; for temples, according to ., 
VarrOj received their name a '"Templando, an old word 
to see or look out. In vie\^ of the pillar stone, near 
the ruined church, is one of the same kind, that 
stands about a mile south-east, on the top of another, 
hill r whether erected for the same person, or for any' 
other, is now, at this distance of time, quite uncer-.

with the choicest jewels, treasiire, ami accoatVcments of the ^ 
deceaseds The plact^ wherein they fought their duels were ' 
sometimes square, lined out with ro.Wd of stones; sometimes ' 
rotind pits, with convenient posts at due distances, for the bj- 
Slanders. Thus fought Ubbo with the Sciavonians. Their 
courts of judicature, whfch they called Tinge, were also cer- - 
tarn plots of ground, either o?aI or square, environed with great 
stones, and having one larger than the rest in the midst. Near 
a-kin to which, were the places assigned for election, of their 
lyings : being circles of such stones, usually tweUenn^n umber;

from whence he removed to Paris ; .he wrote Integer Phi- ' 
losophiffi Cursus in tres Partes Divisus, Romas, 1643, • 
folio.

RicuAUD JParr, son of Richard Parf, a clergyman, 
' was born at Fermoy, in this county, in 1617, his mother ] 
being, at the time of his birth, fifty-five years of age ; ^he 
was educated at a country grammar-sqhopl, apd ejitered.

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dsa serTitor, at eighteen years old, in Exeter college, Ox- 
ford ; where, by the favour of Dr. Prideaux, then rector, 
after sit years residfence, he was elected chaplain fellow of 
that college. Primate Usher, in 1G43, taking notice of 
bim, made him his chaplain, took him to Wales, and after- 
wards to London ; where he married a rich widow, and 
.was promoted to the vicarage of Ryegate,, by the presen- 
tation of his wife's brother ; and continued chaplain td 
the prinaate, till that great prelate died. In 1649, he re- 
sis^ned his fellowship, and was some time rector of St. Mary 
•Magdalen, in Southwark ; and became vicar of Camber- 
well, in Surrey. After the restoration, he reftised-the dean- 
ry of Armagh, and a bishoprick in Ireland. He died 
in 1671, aged seventy-four years. He wrote the Christian

Sir Richard Cox was born at Bandon, March SSth, 
1650j educated at Cloghnakilty grammar-school, and prac- ' 
tised under his undef, John liird, esq. as an attorney, iii 
tseveral manors-courts, where' he was seneschal for three 
years. In 1671, he settled at GrayV-Inn, London, and 
in three years was called to the bar. Returning to Ire* 
land, he married Mrs. Mary Bourne ; about seven years 
after, was made recorder of Kin^ale, by the interest of sir 
Robert Southwell ; and removing to Cork, he there prac- 
tised the profession of the law. In Aprils 1697^ the pro- 
testants of Bandon returned him thanks for a charge deli- 
vered at the quarter sessions, wherein he exposed the cru- 
elties and impostures of the pefpists • When lord Tyrcbn- 
nel came to the government, he was obliged to remove^ 
with his family, to Bristol, where he compiled his History 
t>f Ireland, the first part wheredf he puulished in 1689 ; ' 
^nd thie year following, the second part of the same work, 
as far down as to 1658. On the prince of Orange's ar- 
rival in Xondon, he printed a sheet of Aphorism^^ 
proving, by a- fair deduction, the necessity of making the 

firince of Orange king, and of sending a speedy relief to 
reland. ' After the prince and princess were proclaimed^ 
he published half a sheet, called, " A brief anci modest re- 
presentation of the state and condition of Ireland." ,He

ninfe y^ars. He returned to Frelahd, anno 1715, and was 
made parish priest of Castle- Lyons, where he died, anno *"

. t\Vo' parts, tWiich Whs printed in 1723. Also, a few year» 
before he' died, he was concerned in some controversial 
disputed; the last of which tracts he called^ Truth Tri- 
umphant, Sec. Printed in 1747, 4to. 

Nicholas. BraIjy, son of major Nicholas Brady, was 
lineally descended from Hugfh Brady ^ the first protestant 
bishop of Meatfa.

He was at twelve years 
old sent to Westminster school, and elected a king's scho- 
lar of Christ-Church, Oxon. Having staid there four 
years, he removed to Dublin, where he took his miister's 
degree; and his diploma for D. D. was presented to him 
from the same university, w^ileh^ was in England. His 
first preferment was to a prebend in St. Finbarr's cathe* 
dral, and to the parish of Kilnaglory, in this connty. In 
I69O5 being in London, he was elected minister of St; Ca- '' 
therine-Cree's church, and lecturer of St. Mtchaers, and 
t(; other ecclesiastical preferments. H^ tvas also chap-* 

tain 
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Iain to king AVilliam and queen Mary, and to queen Anne. 
He died on the 20th of Ivfuj, 1726, aged sixtj-seveii.' 
Soon after he had settled in' London j he joined with Mr.* 
1?ate in writing, ai new version of the psalms, which are 
now sung in most churches. In his lifetime, he pHntect 
three vpluijaes of sermons;, and his eldest son, a clergy- 
man, published thriee volumes more after his death.. Dr. 
Brady also translated the iEneids of Virgil, which were 
published by subscription, in four volumes, 8vo. anno

Peter Brown, D. D. was provost of Trinity-college, 
Dublin, and afterwards bishop of Cork ; during his liie- 
time he published several works,, and left severaJ MSS. at 
his death, some sermons of lyhich were since printed., , A' 
catalogue of what he wrote, may be seen among the i^'ri- 
ters of Ireland, p. 296, 297, too numerous to be here in« 
sorted. ■ * . . ' 

James Drlacourt, M- A. w$is born at a place called 
' Killowen, in this county, not far from Blarney. He has 
produced several works- of genius, both in prose and verfe ; 
particularly, the Progress of Beauty, an.d another poem, 
called tlie Prospect of Poetry, whiqh last has been several 
tioies printed, and is admired by the lovers of the muses. 

Maurice O'Connel, M* ,D, was born ne r Mallow. 
In 1746, he jmblished a treatise^ entitled^ Morborum acu- 
torum & chronicorum quorttndum observationes medici- 
uules. experimentale^4 sedula complorjum annorum praxi 
tuiD Corcagiae turn in locis circumjacentibus, &c. In thfs 
work, are several observations on the air and diseases of 
the city of Cork, &c. 

George Rve, esq. was the only son of ChristopbeF 
Rye, an alderman of Cork,- and of Mrs. Anne Evans ; he 
received his edqcation in the ^college of Dublin, from 
whence he was sent to the Inns of Court ; he died in 1735, 
in che 50th A^ejir of bis a^e. He had sti^died natdr^l phi- 
losophy and physic for his own curiosity, fie published 
an ingenious tract on agriculture, 8vo. bublin, 1730.

I shall next mention some persons of this county, ren- 
dered remarkable by some accident, or other particular 
affection of their bodies. 

The right rev. the lord bishop of Clogher has given us 
the following relation, in the Philosophical Transactions, 
No. 46I,p. 81.3, Aui-usf, 1741. 

Hi^ lordship met with a man at Inishonan, about seven- 
ty years of age, who, out of gratitude for a charity he had 
given him, sheweil him a curiosity, which was that of his 
breasts, with which he afBnned, he had once ffiven suck 
to a child of his own : his wife, he said, died when the 
child was about two months old ; the child crying exceed- 
ingly while it was in bed with him, he gave it his breast 
to suck, only with an expectation to keep it quiet ; *buf, 
behold, he (bund that the child, in time, extracted milk ; 
and he affirmed, that he had milk enough afterwards to 
rear the child. His breasts were very large for a man, and 
his nipple larger than is common in women (11).

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WiLt4iAM, tliA son of JoiiJ* €i.ARK, a soWicr iiv sif- 
]^ichard Aldworth's company, was born at NevvmaVket,' 
in this county, in 1677. In jfiis infancy, he \va« never bb- 
servecl to turn liis head round, nor bend Ijis body. When 
n, boy, he could only reach bis hand^s as high as the level 
of his elbow, but never higher ; nor could he ever put 
thern behind his back. His snider jaws being* fixed, he 




inghis diet ; when he took any solid food, he laid it on ii" 
long flat knife, prej^sed it with a stick made for the pur- 
pose, and so forced it within his teeth. Though he was 
often intoxicated with liquor, he.never vounled hut once^ 
an(l was then very near being suffocated.^ When he walk- 
ed, he was always obliged to stop fir>;t with the right foot^ 
which he did with much difficulty ; he (hen' dragged the 
lett foot to the right heol. When he fell by accident, he 
was never able to rise without assistance. When he Jay 
down, lie had cavities niad^ in his bed, in wliich he placed, 
his' hips, heels, and elbow^. In his youtfi, he made a 
shift to creep, with difficulty, through the village of New- 
piarket'; but as he advanced inyears, he gr*ew more inac- 
tive, so that, at last, he could scarce go the length of 
Mr. Ald^^orth's kitchen, where he spent most of his time.. 

'^'hat gentleman maintained him in charity while he lived ; 
tlieoiiJy use he was capable of beiiigput to was, that ofwatch* 
ing the workmen ; for when he was bnce fixed in his star 
tion, it was impjossibl^^ for him to desert it. He gen^rally^ 

. ijtood in a kind of centry-box, with a board placed in a 
groove as high as his breast, for him to lean upon. He 
Bud always a nony excrescence issuing out ofJus left heel, 
\^hjch sometimes grew to the length of about two inches ; 
Bi\i\ when it shed, as a deer docs its horns, it still continued 
to sprout as before. Towards the latter part of his life, 
Several long excrescencesL were observed in, liis thighs and 
^rms, which he had not in his youth- He died in the year 
J738, w thie 67th year of his age ; the cause of his death 
was proliably au inflammation of his lungs ; for as thoy 
adhered to tne pleura and ribs, they wereimmovo|ib!e,the 
diaphragma could scarce change its situation, and the ca- 
pacity of the thorax was always nearly the same; for these 
^-easons, hq ha^la constant quick respiration, wjiich termi- 
l^ated in a fa^l 4ppression, otherwise he might have lived 
till all the bones hud been so much increased, as that 
jthe ribs and vv hole thorax would become one trunk of 
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bone. He had been five dajs dead before he was opened, so. 
that the muscular p^rts began to putrify. H is viscera had 
nothing in thera remarkably praeternatural, except his 
luno;s, which adhered closely to the pleura. 

The posture into which lie fixed some time before his 
death, isnomewhat like that of the Venus of Medicis. The 
vertebrae of his baek are exceedingly bent inward, with 
an inclination to tlie \eil hip.. The os sacrum is so bent 
outwards, as it is not seen when the skeleton is viewed in 
front ; there is scarce ojie bone in the whole of its proper 
natural form, except those of bis legs, which are not much 
distorted. Heis one entire bone, from the to|ji of his head to 
his knees. The sutures of his skult are more united than 
in common skulls. The jaw-bones am entirely fixed, as 
is before mentioned, and the hinder teeth joined toge- 
ther. A bone grow« from the b^ck of his bead, which 
shoots doWn towards his back, and passes by the vertebne 
of the neck, at about an inch distance ; this bone unites 
to th^ vertebrae of the back, and the scapula of the leSf 
shoulder ; firom whence it disengages itself a^in, and con- 
tinues distinct, till it divides into two, towards the smalt 
of the back, and fixds itself into the hip bones behind J 
The vertebrae of the back are one continued bone.' In 
the fleshy parts of his thighs, nature seems to have sport-' 
ed herself in sending out various ramifications from his 
coxendix and thigh bones, not unlike the shoots of coral, 
but infinitely rnore irregular, some behind and some before^ 
. some in lumps and clusters, and others in irregular shoots, 
of ei^ht to nine inches long. His knees are pretty close 
togeUier, they incline to the right ; hip left shoulder is the 
highest. One of the bones of his left arm was broken 
once by a fail ; and nature had shot out another bone, 
a little above the bending of the arm, which unites to the 
broken boiic, and makes it much stronger than it was be- 
fore. All the cartileges of his breast, four only excepted, 
which served to move his breast in respiration, were tmn- 
ed to bone. When he was dissected, a bone was found in 
the fleshy part pf his arm, quite disengaged from any other 
bone ; it is very thin, about four Jnclies long, and the 
fourth of'an incn broad, with several ramifications ; what 
is odd is, that while these bones were growing, he never 
complained oT any pain in his muscles.* It would re(|uire 
a volume of itself, composed ofa new Tiind' of osteology, to 
give a minute description of this surprising skeleton, and 
its irregolarities, being as difficult a task, as to describe 
i'alypss'iB grotto 5 honever, tl\e design is undertaken by

Dr. Edward Barry, of Dublin, who has composed a leaira^ 
ed and accurate tract on the subject, with a complete.his'" 
torypfhis life; therefore, I shall Yiot pretend further tp 
anticipate the account intended to be published by the 
doctor, when his l,eisure shall permit him to put his notes 
in order for that purpose ; but as be has been so kind as 
to communicate them to me, I have given the above short 
abstract out of them, rather to raise, than gratify the read* 
er's curiosity, till the doctor's more accurate performance 
shall appear ; and this I have done the rather, as some re- 
lations already published in the Philosophical Transact!" 
ons of this skeleton, are far from being accurate ; nor is 
the history of his life given there, much more just. 

About twenty-six years ago, the wife of one Teio^e 
Knieedane, in the pansh of Kilnamartery, and barony of 
Muskery; in this county, was delivered of a monstrous 
' birth. The head was much deformed ; it had four arms, 
and four legs ; two rumps, and but one body. This crea-. 
ture died soon a,fter the birth. , v 

RoBGiRT Lqng, born.in Bandon, both deaf and dumb j' 
did, by his oWn industry, with very little assista^nce from 
any master, acq^qire a coftsiderable knowledge of some 
branches of the mathematics. He had a perfect Knowledge, 
of the {Principles of geography, and could calculate eclipses/ 
He made both globes, and drew the map and constellati- 
ons himself. He could survey and gauge, and also read 
as far as words signil^ the names of things, or what the! 
grammarians call nouns ; but he seemed to hare no noti-' 
on of the other parts of speech. I have seen a wheel ba-i 
ronieter o^*his making, and also some tables of his, for cal- 
culating the motions of the planets, fn 1750, he was liv- 
ing in Mallow, about thirty-$even years of age, married,, 
and had children. - 

, I shall close this chapter with 9f\ account of some in-, 
stances ofpersons remarkable for their great age. 

JoFiN Richardson, a Palatine by birth, but whp lived 
in this county since the year 1709, most of which time he 
spent in the, mountaiilo^s country of Ivelary, leading a 
hard laborious life, was, about theyeiar 1749, alive in the, 
city of Cork ; jie was then not less than 112 yean of Age,' 
and had been bedrid two years. ^ 

Richard White, who lived near iKinsAle^ was 105 
years old ; he was, when I saw him, strong, hearty, and 
perfect in all his senses,^

captain Regan Donovan died about the year 1748, 
in West Carberj, afl;ed JOO yearis. 

Daniel Keaghlv, of Conteduff, in the parish of In? 
1 chegeelag^h, a \^»ry niountainous tract, was, in 1750, 103 
years of age. He paid for one hearth 2s, per annum, for 
sixtv-two years ; his wife was aLso very old; they lived 
Jn the hi«:h road to Kerrv, and Lis house was a reniarka- 
bie sta^e for coinnion people to set up at, which they mifi;ht 
do gratis ; this man bring cekbruted for his hospitality, 
as are, indeed, ^11 the peopJe of this country. 

ZALiiAniAYt Fives was buried at St. Finbarry's, Fe- 
bruary 7 tli, 1748, aged 112. flis flesh was very Iiard 
and jjristly. lie was tli rice married, but outlived all his 
relations. He never had any disorder until halfa year be- 
fore he died, when he began to grow bedrid. 

FiNEEN CuowLEV, a labouring man born at Old-court^ 
in the parish of Riugroan, was anno 1747, 97years of age ; 
he was then very hearty, and able to work at the spade, 
was he riot hindeied by a disorder in his hands. He 
never was purged, qr let blood, in his life ; and being sent^ 
* for by the lord Kini;*!e, 1 had this account from his own* 
mouth. 

Mr. John Goodman, of Cork, died in January, 1747, 
aged about fourscore ; biit what is remarkable of him, his 
' rtiother was interred while she lay in a trance ; having 
been buried in a vault, which she found means to open, 
she walked home ; and this Mr. Goodman was born some 
time after. 

Mary BA*iiRY,a very poor woman, living at Bridge-. 
Town, was, in 1750, upwards of 106 years of age; she 
begged about the country, beingvperfect in all her senses. 

Fuilip-Blakf (iied in the parish of Johnstown, near 
Glau^Vorth, in 1746, aged 1 15 years, and was perfect in all 
his senses to the lasj;. 

Richard Morgan was buried in the abbey of Butte^ 
vant^ October 15lh, 1748, aged 107. He was born at 
Castlepocky, near Doneraile. ,lle was clerk of the crown 
in king Jau)es's time, for this county. 

WilliaSi Smith died at Doneraile, about forty years 
ago, aged 117. Not lohg before he died, he wAs able to 
hunt a pack of hounds, and leaped a ditch .with as much 
agility as any sportsman in the field. He was many years
